Fallout 
over Vida; 
SFAF says 
clients 
are being 
seiued

L ocal lesbian and gay leaders have 
expressed serious concern over 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion’s (SFAF) decision to eliminate its 
Vida y Movimiento (Life and Move¬ 
ment) program for HIV-positive Lati¬ 
nos, with one going so far as to suggest 
the $16.7 million AIDS service organi¬ 
zation has lost touch with the commu¬ 
nity and its own mission. 

Also this week, the foundation is¬ 
sued a response to its decision to dis¬ 
band Vida and maintains that all of the 
clients are receiving services elsewhere. 

Some of the clients affected by the 
program’s closure have taken their case 
to several community forums, includ¬ 
ing the Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bi- 
sexual/Transgender Democratic Club. 
They are requesting that SFAF dip into 
its healthy reserve funds, if necessary, 
to continue the program that has 
helped Spanish-speaking HIV-positive 
people with case management and 
other services since 1991. 

Beginning August 1, those case 
management services will be handled 
by Instituto Familiar de la Raza (IFR) 
and the Mission Neighborhood Health 
Center (MNHC). Workers at both of 
those agencies said last week that they 
don’t view the Vida program as a du¬ 
plication of services. That was the rea¬ 
soning given by SFAF administrators 
when asked about the decision to end 
the program. One administrator also 
told the Bay Area Reporter that there 
were “only so many dollars,” in re¬ 
sponse to a question about the possi¬ 
bility of privately funding Vida. 

When the SFAF wasn’t awarded 
federal Ryan White CARE funds for 
case management last month, founda¬ 
tion administrators decided to pull the 
plug on Vida , while keeping its pro¬ 
gram for women in operation with 
private funds. Many soon-to-be for¬ 
mer clients want SFAF to also private¬ 
ly fund Vida. 

San Francisco Treasurer Susan Leal, 
the city’s highest-ranking elected Latina 
lesbian, said she couldn’t believe it when 
informed of the foundation’s decision. 
“I think they really need to re-look at 
their mission,” Leal told the B.A.R. “I 
find that pretty hard to believe and dif¬ 
ficult to comprehend. It’s incomprehen¬ 
sible that they’re reducing programs for 
people of color because that’s where 
[HIV] cases are on the rise.”

Bathhouse, sex clubs can be 
proactive in HIV prevention

B athhouses and sex clubs — long a 
part of the gay community — may 
increasingly be partners in the battle 
against HIV and other sexually 
transmitted diseases (STDs). 

The popularity of these commercial sex 
establishments cannot be disputed. There 
are several such venues in San Francisco and 
other Bay Area cities, and they are often 
crowded with patrons, men of all types, late 
at night and over weekends; one such busi¬ 
ness reports 8,000-11,000 visits a month. 

Many ask what is being done to prevent 
the transmission or acquisition of HIV and 
other STDs in these establishments. Al¬ 
though there have been some programs in 
existence for years, there seems to be a grow¬ 
ing commitment to “meeting men where 
they are” when they are making sexual deci¬ 
sions and some sense that commercial sex 
clubs and bathhouses may offer the perfect 
opportunity to do this. 

An example of aggressive efforts to get at 
men’s thinking in a commercial sex estab¬ 
lishment is the award-winning Health Infor¬ 
mation Program at Steamworks Bathhouse 
in Berkeley. The business is one of a few 
bathhouses in the Bay Area; San Francisco 
bathhouses were closed many years ago. 

“The greater part is not where you are 
having sex, but is the sex you are having 
safe,” Paul Cotten, director of the program, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

‘Degrading places’? 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) is offering a session as part of their

Derek Gordon, SFAF communications 
director, stated that it is not the goal of the 
session to make a judgment on such estab¬ 
lishments but to stimulate discussion and 
allow men an opportunity to examine the 
reasons they might choose to attend. “The 
whole goal of the [Gay Life] series is to get 
people talking about these issues ... what 
motivates their sexual decision making,” he

he issues surrounding gay 
|§ men and the anti-impotence 
if drug Viagra came to a head 
Tuesday, July 28 at a town hall 
meeting held by the Stop AIDS 
Project. The session, titled “Hard¬ 
er, Faster, Longer” was held so that 
gay and bisexual men could dis¬ 
cuss the use of Viagra among 
themselves and get information 
on possible dangers associated 
with the drug. 

Since its approval by the feder¬ 
al Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) in March, Viagra has be¬ 
come one of the best-selling drugs 
ever marketed, although sales for 
manufacturer Pfizer, Inc. have 
plummeted in recent weeks. Some 
have speculated that the cultural 
implications of Viagra will equal 
those of the birth control pill. 

About 80 people attended the 
forum, where panelists included 
author Eric Rofes; Michael Scarce 
of UCSF; and Dr. Marshall 
Forstein of Boston’s Fenway Com¬ 
munity Health Center. Rofes 
noted that he began to hear about 
Viagra use among gay men last 
April in connection with circuit 
parties. Dubbed by some 
“Daddy’s little helper” and the 
“pharmaceutical cockring,” Viagra 
may have profound implications 
for gay men’s understanding of 
what it means to be hard, the 
pressure to perform, older men’s 
sexuality, and the perception that 
not being hard means a man is 
not having fun. Rofes said that he 
found the widespread discussion 
of Viagra among heterosexuals 
exciting, because it has given peo¬ 
ple permission to talk about “sex¬ 
ual pleasure disconnected from 
procreation.” 

Viagra works by inhibiting an 
enzyme and leads to improved 
blood flow to the genital area, 
which often results in firmer and 
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more long-lasting erections. 
However, the drug is not an 
aphrodisiac and only works when 
a person is already sexually 
aroused. 

Scarce said that sexual tech¬ 
nologies tend to “outpace public 
policy.” Citing his own experience 
with the drug, he said he found 
that the drug did increase pelvic 
blood flow, but did not lead to a 
spontaneous erection (unlike 
Caverject, which is injected into 
the base of the penis). He noted 
that Viagra has implications for 
men’s identity as bottoms or tops, 
and may impact safer sex prac¬ 
tices. 

Forstein focused on the med¬ 
ical aspects of Viagra. He said that 
Viagra “can make a 45-year-old 
penis feel like it did when it was 
2!?,” but that the drug is not for 
everyone. All sexual dysfunction is 
not related to impaired blood 
flow; for example, it may be due 


to psychological depression or 
low levels of testosterone. Several 
conditions can lead to erectile 
dysfunction, including hyperten¬ 
sion and diabetes — both of 
which are underdiagnosed in 
young gay men — and it is im¬ 
portant to discover and treat the 
underlying cause. Forstein said 
that 10 to 20 percent of men using 
Viagra experience some side ef¬ 
fects, most commonly flushing, 
headaches, and a blue tint to the 
vision. The drug stays in the body 
up to 24 hours. 

There is a risk in using Viagra 
with common party drugs such as 
methamphetamine, cocaine or 
poppers. Combining Viagra with 
poppers (nitrite or nitrate in¬ 
halants) or related drugs (includ¬ 
ing nitroglycerin for angina pain) 
can lead to a sudden dangerous 
drop in blood pressure, possibly 
leading to strokes or heart attacks.

Capsule shortage for Norm

ft bbott Laboratories has an¬ 
nounced in a press statement 
that supplies of the capsule 
form of the protease inhibitor ri¬ 
tonavir (brand name Norvir) will 
run out in mid-August. 

A manufacturing difficulty was 
recently discovered that produces 
a crystal formulation interfering 
with the way the capsule is ab¬ 
sorbed by the body. Supplies of ri¬ 
tonavir now on the market are not 
affected and are reported to be 
both safe and effective. Abbott 
will provide pharmacies with a 
liquid formulation of ritonavir 
beginning in mid-August until 
capsule supplies can be reestab¬ 
lished. 

“The oral solution and capsule 
are bio-equivalent,” said Ben 
Cheng, assistant director of the 
information department at Pro¬ 
ject Inform, a treatment informa¬ 
tion and advocacy organization, 
suggesting those using ritonavir 
should not be concerned about 
the effectiveness of the liquid. 

There might however be some 
inconvenience associated with the 


switch. 

“One of the issues we will come 
up against is who will want to 
carry this bottle of liquid,” said 
Christopher Gortner, editor of the 
Spanish-language version of Bul¬ 
letin of Experimental Treatments 
for AIDS (BETA). “It is not recom¬ 
mended switching due to inconve¬ 
nience if someone is doing well on 
Norvir because the issue will be re¬ 
solved soon,” he continued. 

Also, it is reported by several, 
and implied in the Abbott release, 
that the liquid has a horrible taste. 
Suggestions are to mix the liquid 
with chocolate milk or a nutrition 
drink like Ensure or Advera, or 
take it with a fatty meal. 

Ritonavir should be taken with 
a meal to improve absorption. 
Liquid ritonavir should not be re¬ 
frigerated and should be used 
within 30 days. ▼

rosecutors appear to be 
throwing in the towel in 
the murder case against 
fledging teen model Josh Puckett. 
The Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that a plea bargain deal is 
in the works between Contra 
Costa County prosecutors and 
Pucketts defense attorney Mark 
Liss. A mistrial was declared in 
Puckett’s first trial last month. 

On Thursday, July 23, Puckett 
turned down a deal by Deputy 
District Attorney Barry Grove. 
That deal would have been for 
Puckett to serve 15 years in 
prison, with the requirement that 
he serve 85 percent of the time 
before becoming eligible for pa¬ 
role, in exchange for pleas in 
both the homicide and burglary 
charges against him. The offer 
was essentially an acknowledg¬ 
ment by prosecutors that they are 
not optimistic about getting a 
murder conviction. Because 
Puckett has a strike for a previous 
armed robbery conviction, he 
could get more than 15 years on a 
manslaughter conviction and 
about 13 years on a burglary con¬ 
viction. 

Last Friday, July 24, Dale 
Miller, chief deputy district at¬ 
torney, met privately with Liss 
and Contra Costa County Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge James Marchi- 
ano in the judge’s chambers. Af¬ 
terwards, Liss met privately with 
Puckett and then with Marchi- 
ano. After Liss emerged from that 
meeting, he appeared more up¬ 
beat, chuckling and smiling 
broadly as he shook Marchiano’s 
hand. Both the prosecution and 
defense are under a gag order, so 
they couldn’t comment on the 
details of the latest, and presum¬ 
ably more defense-friendly offer. 

Puckett is expected to give his 
response to the plea bargain offer 
either late this week or early next 
week. 

Puckett, 18, is charged with 
the burglary of an Orinda home 
near the house where he con¬ 
fessed to bludgeoning 29-year- 
old Vitaly Poliakov to death with 
a cider bottle last year. A few days 
after the Labor Day weekend 
killing, police tried to arrest 
Puckett in San Luis Obispo. Offi¬ 
cers said he ran from them, drop¬ 
ping his backpack that allegedly 
contained stolen property from 
the Orinda home. Investigators 
believe the burglary case is 
strong. A prosecution witness 
testified during Puckett’s first 
trial that Puckett had bragged 
about burglarizing someone’s 
house a day before the killing. 

The prosecution’s softened 
stance is in part the result of in¬ 
terviews with jurors from Puck¬ 
ett’s first trial. As previously re¬ 
ported, eight of those jurors 
agreed to be interviewed by the 
B.A.R. Although they had heard 
most of the prosecution’s case 
and none of the defense’s, three 
sided with the defense, three with 
the prosecution, and the other 
two were neutral. 

The prosecution’s biggest ob¬ 
stacle may be Puckett’s presence. 
The jurors in his first trial 
thought he presented a good 
image in court. Several female ju¬ 
rors remarked how handsome 
they thought Puckett is. Judy 
Bourke, who considered herself 
pro-prosecution, said Puckett 


seemed like “a very likable young 
man.” Juror Vicki Burton said she 
found it hard to believe he could 
be capable of murder. But Burton 
said she had a lot of problems 
with Puckett’s story and wanted 
more than anything to hear di¬ 
rectly from him about what went 
on the night of the killing. 

Puckett maintains he never 
meant to kill anyone. Puckett 
says he is heterosexual and was 
just trying to protect himself 
from a series of aggressive ad¬ 
vances that he characterized as 
sexual assault. 

On the day following the mis¬ 
trial, prosecutors had planned to 
introduce blood spatter evidence 
they claim would prove their the¬ 
ory that the fatal blow to Poli¬ 
akov likely came from behind, 
while he was already down. Bur¬ 
ton said that even if her fellow ju¬ 
rors had heard that evidence she 
didn’t think the panel would 
have convicted him. ▼ 


Josh Puckett 
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Gay politicos weigh 
in on mayor’s early 
endorsements

\'/ ayor Willie Brown has ini¬ 
tiated the November 1999 
§ 1 mayor’s race by beginning 

to seek key early endorsements for 
his re-election, and some gay and 
lesbian political clubs are willing 
to consider his request, despite the 
fact that Brown has yet to formal¬ 
ly declare he’s running. 

A quick check with several or¬ 
ganizations in the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munity that have a political focus 
(see side bar) has found a mix of 
opinions regarding the possible 
early endorsement of the mayor. 
Those interviewed cautioned they 
were speaking from their individ¬ 
ual perspective as each organiza¬ 
tion has a very specific endorse¬ 
ment process that must be fol¬ 
lowed. 

Brown received the early en¬ 
dorsement of the San Francisco 
Labor Council on July 13 with 84 
percent of the vote. At that meet¬ 
ing the mayor said, “I don’t think 
democracy is well-served with me 
having an opponent,” as reported 
in the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Of the six predominantly gay 
political clubs surveyed, two will 
be considering an early endorse¬ 
ment vote, two will wait until the 
field is presumably a bit more 
flush, and two would be willing to 
consider the possibility if the 
mayor made such a request. 

Co-chairs for both the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democ¬ 
ratic Club and the Ambiente Lati¬ 
no Democratic Club feel the 
mayor has earned consideration 
for an early endorsement, and 
neither Fran Kipnis nor John Lira, 
respective co-chairs, would be 
surprised if their organization 
went with Brown early. 

“I believe in an open and de¬ 
mocratic process, but I believe the 
mayor deserves our support,” said 
Kipnis. 

Lira was equally encouraging 
and said, “If the membership feels 
it is not an issue or problem, I am 
sure the club will vote for him.” 

Criss Romero, president of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexu- 
al/Transgender Democratic Club, 
and Mike German, president of 
Log Cabin, San Francisco (lesbian 
and gay Republicans), were clear 
that their organizations would 
wait until closer to the election 
next year. 

“We actually made a motion to 
not early endorse until a candi¬ 
date has filed [for election],” 


Romero told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “It really puts the mayor’s 
intentions in question, and any 
club that early endorses, it puts 
them in question.” 

Describing Brown as a long¬ 
time friend of Log Cabin, German 
said, “Unlike the HRC [Human 
Rights Campaign], we wait until 
the field is full before we start 
considering their [candidates’] in¬ 
dividual merits.” 

Both the Queer Latino PAC 
(political action committee) and 
the Gay Asian Pacific Alliance 
(GAPA) PAC would give consid¬ 
eration to the possibility of an 
early endorsement if the mayor 
made such a request. 

“From my feelings, I think we 
would have no problem going 
through our process. I feel he 
would have no problems,” said 
Eric Herbas, a GAPA co-chair. 

“If the mayor did ask us, we

would likely consider that [an 
early endorsement], but barring 
that we likely will not take it up,” 
said Esperanza Macias, issues 
chair of the Queer Latino PAC.

Laguna Honda 
bond issue tabled

~ fforts to save the city’s La¬ 
guna Honda Hospital, facil¬ 
ity of last resort for many 
with AIDS and other illnesses, 
suffered a significant setback 
when a $503 million bond pro¬ 
posal was tabled by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors on 
Tuesday, July 28. The 132-year- 
old facility, run by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health (DPH), is 
i long-term care, skilled nursing 
facility, and often the only health 
care alternative for patients who 
have no health, financial, or social 
support options. 

The Board voted 10-1 to es¬ 
sentially kill the bond measure at 
a special meeting that was initial¬ 
ly scheduled to consider a Final 
vote'for the proposal to put it on 
the November ballot. That idea 
was approved 10-0 at a special 
meeting July 23. 

“It [the bond proposal] was 
basically vulnerable to people 
who felt they were left out of the 
loop, especially home owners and 
tenants,” said Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. 

The AIDS ward 

Laguna Honda has an AIDS 
ward, started in 1990, as well as a 
hospice ward, and has often been 
the only option for seriously ill 
AIDS patients. “Basically every¬ 
one being admitted was for hos¬ 
pice care, and the average length 
of stay was 30 days,” said Dr. 
Steven Thompson, medical di¬ 
rector for the unit, talking about 
the early years of care. Since its 
beginning, 760 people with AIDS 
have died after arriving at the 
ward in the final stages of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Today it is a different story; 
there is on average one death a 
month. “The whole nature of 
what we are doing has changed,” 
said Thompson, who talked 
about treatment options now 
available to people with AIDS. A 
stay in the ward often results in 
improved health and eventual re¬ 
lease for many patients. 

The majority of patients ad¬ 
mitted to the ward in recent years 
are affected by multiple diagnoses 
— homelessness, substance abuse, 
mental health issues, or another 
physical ailments in addition to 
AIDS — who become unable to 
care for themselves. Many have 
been unable to comply with treat¬ 
ment regimens for AIDS or other 
conditions, and may be suspicious 
of the medical establishment. 

There are currently 23 pa¬ 
tients; five people were recently 
turned away from the AIDS ward 
due to a hospital-wide moratori¬ 
um on new patients demanded 
by the federal Health Care Fi¬ 
nancing Administration (HCFA). 
Thompson said that these indi¬ 
viduals will likely return to a res¬ 
idential hotel or the streets until 
they get so sick that they are taken 
by ambulance to an emergency 
room for much more expensive 
care. 

“I am concerned about the 
moratorium,” said Ammiano, 
who was working to develop a 
deal that would have allowed the 
bond to move forward. He has 
contacted the DPH regarding 
possible options. 

Health Director Dr. Mitch 
Katz said the moratorium is in 
place because of restrictions 


placed on the facility by the HCFA 
after years of granting waivers for 
the open-ward structure. That 
consists of up to 30 patients in 
large rooms separated by curtains; 
the practice is inconsistent with 
regulations requiring no more 
than four patients in a room. 

HCFA demanded that the pa¬ 
tient population be reduced from 
nearly 1,200 to 800 because of its 
objections. DPH worked to nego¬ 
tiate a cap of 1,072 to be achieved 
by October 31 and got permis¬ 
sion to accept all patients referred 
from San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital who don’t have anywhere 
else to go, as well as those in need 
of respite or end-of-life care. 
AIDS patients will be referred to 
other hospice facilities or provid¬ 
ed with home health care. 

Advocates have said that 
HCFA acted because it seemed 
the city was unwilling to make 
changes at the hospital and a suc¬ 
cessful bond proposal would have 


been a sign that might encourage 
HCFA to again issue waivers. 

Deal breaker? 

Regarding the latest flip-flop 
on a bond measure, the powerful 
Service Employees International 
Union Local 250 which repre¬ 
sents 1,000 workers at Laguna 
Honda, suggested the primary 
reason for the delay was “an on¬ 
going dispute between tenants 
and landlords” and “misleading 
statements by Supervisor Barbara 
Kaufman.” 

Landlord and tenant groups 
have been caught in an ongoing 
disagreement regarding who pays 
for the increased property taxes 
from bonds. Up until May, land¬ 
lords were responsible for all 
taxes related to bonds unless they 
got a waiver to pass the cost on 
the tenants. The supervisors 
changed the law saying the cost of 
all bonds, retroactive to the three

T he possible dangers of Viagra, the hot 
new anti-impotence pill, were 
brought home to gay and bisexual 
men who attended a forum Tuesday, July 
28. The fear is that men who have sex with 
men will, or already are, taking Viagra in 
combination with poppers, crystal 
methamphetamine, other party drugs, or 
anti-HIV medication with unknown but 
seemingly dangerous results. As Liz High¬ 
leyman writes on page 2, there have already 
been reports of death among gay or bisexu¬ 
al men who have taken Viagra. There is also 
a fear among HIV prevention educators 
that men are using or may use Viagra and 
practice unsafe sex; this is particularly true 
if men are taking the pill in sex clubs or 
bathhouses and are under the influence of 
stimulants, thereby putting themselves at 
greater risk for HIV transmission. 

With all of the hoopla surrounding Via¬ 
gra, it seems to us that Pfizer, the drug’s 
manufacturer, should take a more aggres¬ 
sive approach to getting the news out about 
possible dangers of what some call “daddy’s 
little helper,” and target that information 
specifically to gay and bisexual men. After 
all, as one of the attendees at Tuesday’s 
forum noted, “We have sex, too.” 

The forum was an example of a com¬ 
munity-based organization doing what it’s 
supposed to do: providing a resource tar¬ 
geted at an emerging problem that affects 
the health and well-being of people. We 
hope that all agencies dealing with the 
health concerns of gay men will similarly 
take this issue just as seriously. 

There’s another pill that’s come into the 
news as well. Abbott Laboratories has just 
announced that the protease inhibitor 


Norvir will not be available in 
pill form starting next month. 

That has potentially dangerous 
implications for people taking - 
the drug; the liquid form that will 
replace the pills supposedly tastes awful 
and there is concern about patients cur 
rently taking the pills having 
to switch. There are also ad¬ 
herence issues because of the 
fact that people will have to 
carry around a bottle of liquid and that may 
result in the medication not being taken 



when it should. The protease inhibitor 
regimens are already challenging 
enough without suddenly changing 
the formulation. Abbott has done the 
right thing in correcting the mistake, 
but years of mistrust of pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies in the AIDS commu¬ 
nity is enough to make us 
watch Abbott very closely. We 
urge people who are on a treat¬ 
ment regimen containing 
Norvir to consult with their physicians 
about this problem. T 
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Queer atheists raise objections 
to Millennium March

if i pon reflection and consideration of 
the issues involved, the board of di¬ 
rectors of Gay and Lesbian Atheists 
and Humanists (GALAH) has decided to 
express our organization’s strong objections 
regarding both the proposed “Millennium 
March” and the Metropolitan Community 
Church’s (MCC) position as one of the two 
main sponsors. This proposed rally is more 
than a year away, giving the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC) and MCC plenty of time 
to recognize that it is inappropriate for a re¬ 
ligious group to be a main sponsor of such 
an event and that the concept of the rally is 
severely flawed. 

Concerns about MCC 

The leadership of the HRC has not been 
charged with designating the chaplaincy of 
any national event. There are many groups 
in the community that style themselves as 
“spiritual organizations,” as does the MCC. 
They will likely participate in any rally or 
march along with non-believers, the vast 
numbers of the religiously different and in¬ 
different, and partisans of myriad other re¬ 
ligious and political causes. The MCC are 
not our national spokespersons. We are not 
united by “spirituality”, we are divided by it. 
The MCC is a pariah church with its origins 
in the marginalization of sexual minorities 
by the Christian sects. 

Itemized concerns: 

• MCC’s presence as one of the two main 
sponsors of the proposed march is a viola¬ 
tion of separation of church and state. The 
experiences of the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) communities make it 
clear how important it is for churches to stay 
out of politics. Not only is state/church sep¬ 
aration important for atheists and human¬ 
ists, it is vital to the prevention of persecu¬ 
tion of minority sects, including the MCC. 

• Another issue is the tax-exempt status 
of churches. Our movement should focus 
its energies on creating pressure for the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service (IRS) to revoke the 


tax-exempt status of churches that get in¬ 
volved in political activities, activities which 
are overwhelmingly homophobic, not to 
encourage the largest LGBT-identified reli¬ 
gious group to get involved in activities 
which may violate its tax-exempt status. 
The recent retroactive loss of tax-exempt 
status by the Christian Broadcasting Net¬ 
work shows that enforcement of tax laws 
against the political activities of religious 
groups is a viable course of action. 

• Having a religious group as one of 
the two main sponsors creates a less- 
than-friendly atmosphere for non- 
Christians including atheists, agnos¬ 
tics, and humanists. 

• The homophobic nature of 
Christianity makes having a Chris¬ 
tian church as a main 
sponsor a tactical error. 

Having a “Christian” 
march will only remind 
homophobes of the main reason why they 
think they should be hostile towards us and 
our civil rights. While some in our commu¬ 
nity have tried to rationalize condemna¬ 
tions of homosexuality in the Bible, the at¬ 
tempts have been based more on hope than 
reality. The fact that the homophobic pas¬ 
sages in the Bible are worded differently 
should make even the most desperate queer 
Christian realize that the problem is not one 
of translation, but one of prejudice within 
the original text. 

• Through its sponsorship, the MCC has 
the power to push agendas which are not 
consistent with the views and needs of the 
community as a whole. The most glaring 
example is the theme of the rally, “Faith and 
Family,” an attempt by the MCC to impose 
religion on those of us who are atheists, ag¬ 
nostics, and humanists. 

Concerns about 
‘Millennium March’ 

The very conception of the rally is dis¬ 
criminatory to non-believers. The millenni¬ 
um has Christian context based on the sup¬ 
posed date of Christ’s birth. With any other 
calendar, we would not be at the “millenni¬ 



um.” Also, the timing and form of a nation¬ 
al event in the coming years must not be de¬ 
termined and proclaimed by any single 
group or pair of groups. Any organization 
which presumes to make so great a claim on 
community resources also must be non-par¬ 
tisan and non-sectarian in its call. 

Itemized concerns: 

• The emphasis on faith and spirituality 
rather than diversity is a major problem. 
Not all queers have any religious or spiritu¬ 
al beliefs whatsoever. The attempt to create 
the fake impression that most LGBT people 

place a strong emphasis on reli¬ 
gion in their lives flies in the face 
of the reality that most Ameri¬ 
cans, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation, do not even attend 
church regularly. 

• The “millennium” in 
the name “Millennium 
March” is an unfortunate 
mistake which can only fuel fundamentalist 
hysteria surrounding the year 2000. Much 
of the grassroots fervor behind the religious 
right is based on end-of-the-world prophe¬ 
cies whose timetables occur around the year 
2000. We should do nothing to encourage 
any special significance to the year 2000. Be¬ 
sides, no one will be marching because they 
are thrilled with the year 2000. The word 
“millennium” would be better replaced with 
words such as “lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender” which would have the added bene¬ 
fit of bringing this march out of the closet. 

• Past marches were not proprietary 
events of two organizations. They belonged 
to the community as a whole. In order to 
have a march that addresses the entire com¬ 
munity, we need a march committee like 
past march committees which were more 
broadly representative. Besides, HRC and 
MCC should not try to capitalize on the 
tremendous efforts of people who put to¬ 
gether past marches for their own gain. 

GALAH hopes that the HRC and MCC 
will abandon their irrational approach and 
support a secular and more broadly based 
march at a time agreed upon by a broad 
cross-section of our community. T 
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East Bay AIDS Walk Sunday 

I hear a gigantic vacuum cleaner sucking money 
from the pockets of good-willed people in the East 
Bay. It must be time for the SFAF AIDS Walk again. 

Aside from excessive amounts spent on overhead 
and administration (Bay Area Reporter editorial, July 
23), the SF AIDS Walk takes much more out of the 
East Bay than it gives back. This despite higher PWA 
poverty rates in the East Bay. 

Various East Bay organizations are considering a 
grassroots East Bay AIDS Walk for next summer. The 
funds will stay in the East Bay and be distributed by a 
democratic formula decided upon by participants. 
Interested parties should call (510) 568-1680. 

There will be a small AIDS Walk at 10 a.m. this 
Sunday, August 2, starting at 21859 Mission Boule¬ 
vard in Hayward. All funds from this walk, sponsored 
by the local leather community, will remain in the 
East Bay to be distributed to indigent PWAs by the 
AIDS Emergency Fund. Anyone is welcome to walk 
and pledge any amount.

The series also stars Pam 
Grier (Jackie Brown), whose char¬ 
acter encourages Line to love and 
support his daughter. 

On Rude Awakening, the net¬ 
work’s new irreverent comedy 
starring Sherilyn Fenn (Twin 
Peaks), lesbians and same-sex ex¬ 
periences are presented simply as 
part of life. The sexually-charged 
premiere focuses on former Hol¬ 
lywood star Billie Frank (Fenn) 
and her sometimes funny, some¬ 
times poignant life-struggles. At 
one point, Billie graphically retells 
her own hilarious same-sex expe¬ 
rience in order to annoy her born 
again sister-in-law. And during a 
meeting at Addictions Anony¬ 
mous (for her drinking problem), 
she reluctantly befriends Jackie 
(Rain Pryor) a kooky African- 
American lesbian with an even 
wackier girlfriend. Rude Awaken¬ 
ing also stars Lynn Redgrave as 
Billie’s mother. 

While Line’s and Rude Awaken¬ 
ing deal with the issues associated 
with sexual orientation different¬ 
ly, both have gracefully introduced 
Rosalee and Jackie into prominent 
ensemble casts. More significant, 
however, is Showtime’s commit¬ 
ment to diversity by featuring 
questioning or openly lesbian 
women of color. For a number of 
years, television has only repre¬ 
sented the LGBT community as 
being white individuals.

Reggie White encounters 
limits of free speech 

A July 15 ad in USA Today s 
sports section pictured Reggie 
White in his Green Bay Packers 
uniform. The headline read: “To¬ 
ward an open debate on homo¬ 
sexual behavior.” A large-type 
photo caption read: “In defense of 
free speech.” Reporters thought 


the defensive end might exercise 
those rights again after practice 
on Monday July 20. But the Asso¬ 
ciated Press’ headline read: “Pack¬ 
ers stop White from addressing 
media,” and quoted White as say¬ 
ing that, “What me and Mike 
[Coach Mike Holmgren] talked 
about is between me and Mike.” 
White said, “I mean, it don’t make 
no sense for me to be telling you 
what me and Mike talked about.” 
Holmgren canceled White’s spon¬ 
taneous group interview, saying it 
was in order to avoid training 
camp disruptions.

Trans across America 

In its July 20 issue, Time mag¬ 
azine becomes one of the first na¬ 
tional publications to present an 
extensive article on transgender 
individuals. “No one knows how 
many transgendered people exist,” 
Time states, “but at least 25,000 
Americans have undergone sex- 
reassignment surgery* and the 
dozen or so North American doc¬ 
tors who perform it have long 
waiting lists.” The article explains 
that a person is transgendered if 
that person’s mental gender — his 
or her “deepest awareness” of 
identity—“doesn’t correspond to 
the parts” he or she was born 
with. Writing of one male-to-fe- 
male transgender, it says she “does 
plan to undergo what doctors call 
‘sex-reassignment surgery’ when 
she and her beau David can afford 
it; it will cost about as much as 
their new Nissan.” The article of¬ 
fers its own gender balance as 
well, including interviews with 
both male-to-female and female- 
to-male transgenders. 

This unique article realizes the 
significance of the community’s 
smallest victories: “Transgenders 
faced practical obstacles to orga¬ 
nizing themselves separately. Most 
couldn’t simply dress as a mem¬ 
ber of the opposite sex without 
getting beaten or fired.” 

The writing is non-sensational 
and highly informative. It is an ac¬ 
curate and thorough examination 
of the transgender community, its 
triumphs and challenges. 

Please thank Time magazine 
for sensitively portraying the chal¬ 
lenges facing transgender people 
without dipping into sensational¬ 
ism.

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High stakes in the 
governor’s race

J|% alifornia’s race for governor, 
, thought by many to current- 
H w ly be rated a tossup, is seen 
across the country as more than a 
choice between Democrat Gray 
Davis and Republican Dan Lun- 
gren. The November race to re¬ 
place Pete Wilson has become a 
showcase for prospective candi¬ 
dates, Democrats and Republicans 
alike, in the 2000 White House 
campaign, and leaders of both 
major parties say that control of 
the House of Representatives after 
the next presidential contest may 
depend on whether a Democrat or 
Republican is governor to help re¬ 
draw California’s political bound¬ 
aries after the 2000 census. 

It is because of the coming 
reapportionment after the next 
census that who is sitting in the 
governor’s office two years from 
now is important to both parties. 
Republicans can be expected to 
raise millions of dollars in cam¬ 
paign funds for Lungren between 
now and November in hopes of 
keeping the statehouse in GOP 
control. They fear that if 
Democrats continue to 
hold their majority in 
the California Legisla¬ 
ture, they would join 
forces with a Democra¬ 
tic governor and 
adopt a new map of 
political dis¬ 
tricts that 
could substan¬ 
tially weaken 
Republican 
chances. If a Republican were to 
be sitting in the governor’s office, 
he could modify the Democratic 
Legislature’s redistricting plan or 
force a compromise on the new 
districts. 

It is definitely an advantage to 
have a governor with veto powers 
in office when the reapportion¬ 
ment comes up after the 2000 cen¬ 
sus. After the 1980 census, Sacra¬ 
mento Democrats adopted a map 
of congressional districts that gave 
their party a 28 to 17 edge in the 
California delegation. Current po¬ 
litical strategists suggest that a De¬ 
mocratic reapportionment map 
could give the party as much as a 
10-seat edge in the 54-member 
California House delegation, 
which now has 29 Democrats and 
23 Republicans. If control of the 
House remains close for the next 
two years, that might be long 
enough to give Democrats a ma¬ 
jority in the House in the near fu¬ 
ture. Nationally, the California 
reapportionment stakes are higher 
for Democrats because Republi¬ 
cans currently hold 32 of the na¬ 
tion’s 52 governors seats. 

Control of both the U. S. Con¬ 
gress and the White House rests in 
big part on who becomes Califor¬ 
nia’s next governor. For this rea¬ 
son, voters in the state will be see¬ 
ing a lot of Bill Clinton, Al Gore, 
and other big-name Democrat’s 
here campaigning for Davis in the 
next three months. Likewise, Lun- 
gren’s campaign will be relying 
heavily on the likes of congres¬ 
sional heavies like Senate Majori¬ 
ty Leader Trent Lott, House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, and 
other GOP luminaries like former 
President George Bush, Jack 
Kemp, and Bob Dole to rally the 
party faithful. Too much rests on 
the outcome of the Davis-Lun- 
gren race to expect otherwise. Po¬ 


litically, both are good candidates 
(though I believe it is time, after 
16 long years, to kick the Republi¬ 
cans out of the governor’s office). 
Clearly, I hope that Davis will be 
the next governor of California. 
Lungren would spell disaster.for 
the gay and lesbian community. 

Politics and people 

I must comment on the back¬ 
bone — or lack of one — of one of 
our leaders in City Hall. Board of 
Supervisors President 
Barbara Kaufman said 
that she was “troubled” 
by the proposed Lagu¬ 
na Honda bond mea¬ 
sure for reasons that 
she mentioned half¬ 
heartedly, and was likely 
to campaign 
against it. How¬ 
ever, Kaufman, 
apparently 
afraid to oppose 
the mayor on the idea, voted for 
putting the measure on the ballot at 
the board’s first consideration of it 
on July 23. (The board voted July 28 
to table the proposal, so it will not 
be on the ballot.) 

When asked why she first 
voted in favor if she opposed it, 
the politically brave Kaufman told 
the San Francisco Examiner, “this 
is the only way to do it; let the vot¬ 
ers say you’re nuts.” Supervisor 
Kaufman has no guts politically. 
Kaufman told reporters recently 
she wouldn’t run for mayor (a 
rumor was floating that she was 
thinking of it) because she agreed 
with Mayor Willie Brown “85 
percent of the time.” 

Let’s hope Tom Ammiano, as 
the likely next president of the 
board, will be a refreshing change 
after Kaufman; at least the guy has 
a mind of his own, some sorely 
needed political independence, 
and the guts to stand up for what 
he believes in. 

Two powerful Republican Dis¬ 
trict Attorneys, Mike Mullins of 
Sonoma County and Peter 
Smith of Calaveras, both backers 
of Orange County DA Mike 
Capizzi, the loser in last month’s 
GOP primary, have endorsed De¬ 
mocrat Bill Lockyer for state at¬ 
torney general over GOP nomi¬ 
nee Dave Stirling; look for 
Capizzi to follow. 

The “surprise” announcement 
last week by U.S. Attorney 
Michael Yamaguchi that he was 
resigning was no surprise to many 
who knew that the controversial 
attorney was quietly being 
squeezed out by the local federal 
bench and his bosses in the U.S. 
Justice Department. 

In Detroit, many in the gay 
community who helped elect 
Mayor Dennis Archer, an 
African-American, are very un¬ 


happy; some black gays and les¬ 
bians say that the mayor’s refusal 
to write a letter of support for 
“Hotter than July,” a week-long 
gay celebration, is symbolic of 
larger rifts in the black and gay 
communities. 

Senator Lott is still telling re¬ 
porters in D.C. that a senate vote 
on San Francisco’s James 
Hormel to be the nation’s first 
openly gay ambassador (to Lux¬ 
embourg) is “not practical,” using 
the excuse that time is running 
out in this session of Congress. 
Lott and his homophobic GOP al¬ 
lies are well aware that if he al¬ 
lowed a vote, Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein has the votes needed for 
Hormel’s confirmation. 

The Reverend Jesse Jackson 
told one close friend I know in 
San Francisco that he’ll be a can¬ 
didate for President in 2000 (but, 
please, Jesse, not another cam¬ 
paign of those endless sound bite 
jingles you do so well). 

One of Davis’s Democratic op¬ 
ponent’s in last month’s primary, 
Representative Jane Harman, 
making good on her promise of 
support, put together a reception 
in her D.C. home recently (and 
plans two more at her California 
home) and raised a cool $500,000. 
Al Checchi also mouthed sup¬ 
port for Davis, but the Democrat¬ 
ic nominee is still waiting for the 
multimillionaire to come through. 

Incidentally, there is reported¬ 
ly a lot of griping in the Lungren 
camp that lame duck Wilson 
seems unwilling to “go quietly, 
step aside and let Dan have the 
limelight” he will need to defeat 
Davis, thought to be slightly 
ahead in the race. 

So why would California law¬ 
makers be in any hurry to settle 
the lingering state budget crisis 
that currently grips Sacramento 
when they each get $119 a day 
(tax-free) per diem (that’s $833 
per week, tax-free, folks) in addi¬ 
tion to their annual salary of 
$78,624, free cars, gasoline credit 
cards, etc. - don’t look for a set¬ 
tlement too soon. 

In D.C., Senator Orrln Hatch 
(R-Utah) told CNN’s Larry King 
that he is thinking “seriously” 
about running in the GOP 2000 
sweepstakes. Hatch, an ultra-con¬ 
servative, was best man at Senator 
Ted Kennedy’s wedding a couple 
of years ago and says Kennedy is 
his “best friend in the U.S. senate.” 

Running as a team? Mayor 
Brown, putting together his re- 
election plan in a big way, recent¬ 
ly endorsed District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan’s re-election next 
year as well; Brown recently told 
the Bay Area Reporter that “Halli- 
nan has been a good DA for San 
Francisco and deserves to be re¬ 
elected.” T

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Obesity: A growing 
problem among dykes

hile being interviewed on 
the Oprah Winfrey show a 
few years ago, I was dis¬ 
tracted by a group of large women 
in the front row of the audience. 
They were wearing T-shirts em¬ 
blazoned with the slogan: I Am A 
Fat Dyke. I kept thinking to my¬ 
self: Proud of being a dyke? That I 
can understand. But 
proud of being fat? 

On the face of it, 
being fat is very unhealthful. 

As a scientist, I can’t help 
reciting statistics — these 
come from the National Heart, 
Lung, and Blood Insti¬ 
tute’s 16-year study of 
115,000 female nurses. 

The study found the 
lowest risk of death 
among women with a 
“body mass index” of less than 19 
— that’s a weight of less than 110 
pounds for a woman 5 feet 4 inch¬ 
es tall, and less than 125 pounds 
for a woman 5 feet 8 inches tall. 
Compared with them, women 
with a body mass index of 29 (170 
pounds for the 5 feet 4 inches 
woman, 190 pounds for the 5 feet 
8 inches woman) were at least 
twice as likely to die within the 
study period. Those who didn’t 
die were far more likely to suffer 
from heart disease, breast cancer, 
and other serious conditions. 

In the 1987 National Lesbian 
Healthcare Survey, obesity was the 
most commonly reported health 
problem, and two-thirds of the 
lesbians surveyed said that they 
over-ate sometimes or frequently. 
So what’s to be proud of? Would¬ 
n’t shedding some weight be more 
of a reason to celebrate? 

Yet the story isn’t that simple. 
For one thing, there’s a strong in¬ 
herited element to body weight. 
Having obese relatives makes you 
more likely to be obese yourself, 
even if you were adopted out of 


your birth family at birth. In a 
culture such as ours, where most 
people have ready access to high- 
calorie food, genetic differences 
are the main reason why some 
people end up fatter than others. 
In fact, genes have a stronger in¬ 
fluence on a woman’s weight than 
they do on her sexual orientation. 
So, if part of the reason gay people 
demand respect is their sense that 
being gay is a matter of inborn 
identity, rather than a cho¬ 
sen lifestyle, 
shouldn’t we also 
respect fat people for the 
same reason? 

Another issue has to do with 
sexual politics. One reason why 
heterosexual women 
want to be thin is to 
l make themselves more 
attractive to men. But 
women (including les¬ 
bians) don’t focus on 
appearance as a criterion of sexu¬ 
al attractiveness to the same de¬ 
gree that men do, so it’s not as im¬ 
portant for a lesbian to be thin. 
Being fat may even be experi¬ 
enced as a liberation from male- 
imposed standards of beauty. This 
theme was strongly articulated by 
feminists in the 1970s, and is still 
a powerful idea among some les¬ 
bians today. 

There are also serious philo¬ 
sophical difficulties with labeling 
a condition such as obesity 
“pathological,” even if it is associ¬ 
ated with increased risk of heart 
disease, breast cancer, and so on. 
Male homosexuality, in our pre¬ 
sent culture, is strongly associated 
with an increased risk of death 
from AIDS, but we don’t tell gay 
men to become straight for that 
reason, or even to stop having gay 
sex. Nor do we tell transgender 
men or women to live in accor¬ 
dance with their anatomical sex. 
That’s because we recognize how 
important the expression of a per¬ 
son’s core identity is, regardless of 
the practical advantages or disad-

vantages that that expression may 
bring. In other words, “patholo¬ 
gy” involves a value judgment that 
we cannot easily make on other 
people’s behalf, however many 
statistics we can quote. 

Finally, it’s worth mentioning 
that losing weight isn’t necessari¬ 
ly beneficial. In a large 1995 study 
from the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol, women who had obesity-re¬ 
lated health problems greatly re¬ 
duced their risk of death if they 
intentionally lost weight. But 
obese women who were otherwise 
healthy didn’t reduce their risk of 
death by losing weight. One pos¬ 
sible explanation is that some 
women are biologically equipped 
to deal successfully with a high 
body weight. Some studies sug¬ 
gest that people whose body fat is 
in their lower body (buttocks and 
thighs) are more likely to remain 
healthy than people whose fat is 
mostly in their belly and upper 
body. T

, | n estimated 1,000 partici¬ 
pants gathered in San 
Francisco this week for the 
20th annual National Lesbian 
and Gay Health Association 
(NLGHA) Conference. The 
meeting brought together health¬ 
care providers, researchers, 
health advocates and interested 
members of the community to 
discuss a wide range of issues re¬ 
lated to the health of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) people. 

The event started with pre¬ 
conference institutes on Saturday, 
July 25 devoted to bisexuality and 
HIV prevention, gay male HIV 
prevention in a post-AIDS era, 
LGBT youth, and diversity issues. 
For the first time the conference 
sponsored an institute and a track 
of workshops devoted to trans¬ 
gender health concerns. 

The plenary on Sunday, July 
26 was devoted to the history of 
the NLGHA. The organization is 
a nonprofit network of individ¬ 
ual healthcare professionals, 
community health centers, clin¬ 
ics, and programs focusing on 
queer health. NLGHA President 
Dr. Jeffrey Akman noted that the 
history of gay and lesbian health¬ 
care is less than 30 years old, and 
began in the 1970s with venereal 
disease clinics for men and 
women’s self-help health groups. 
NLGHA, originally known as the 
National Gay Health Coalition 
and then as the National Gay 
Health Education Foundation, 
was formed in 1976. 

NLGHA has spawned several 


gay and lesbian health and 
HIV/AIDS organizations, includ¬ 
ing the National Association of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA) 
which grew out of the 1983 Den¬ 
ver conference. That event also 
saw the development of the Den¬ 
ver Principles, which presenter 
Michael Shernoff called “the cor¬ 
nerstone of healthcare empower¬ 
ment in America.” 

The NLGHA confabs have 
had their share of colorful mo¬ 
ments and headline-making. The 
first “Hot, Horny and Healthy” 
workshop on eroticizing safer sex 
took place in 1986 and became a 
national model. The 1989 con¬ 
ference, also held in San Francis¬ 
co, made headlines when Hans 
Paul Verhof was denied entry 
into the United States to attend 
the conference because he had 
AIDS, as did the 1991 New Or¬ 
leans conference when the Bap¬ 
tist convention tried to stop fed¬ 
eral Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) funding 
for the event. Also in 1991, a 
group of lesbians stormed the 
stage demanding more attention 
to women’s health issues. 

Keynote speaker Lorri Jean of 
the Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Center noted that FIIV/AIDS has 
at times overshadowed other im¬ 
portant gay and lesbian health is¬ 
sues including cancer, substance 
abuse, mental health, and domes¬ 
tic violence. However, AIDS has 
left the community “so much bet¬ 
ter prepared” to deal with other 
health concerns, because “instead 
of waiting for the system to pro¬ 
vide for us, we did what we had to 
do to take care of ourselves.” 

The conference covered more 


than 100 topics including: criti¬ 
cal issues in lesbian health, gay 
widowers, traditional Chinese 
medicine, leather health, party 
drugs, same-sex domestic vio¬ 
lence, HIV prevention for male- 
to-female transgender sex work¬ 
ers, hepatitis, barebacking, harm 
reduction, HIV post-exposure 
prophylaxis, youth suicide, cir¬ 
cuit party culture, male-on-male 
rape, lesbian parenting, breast 
cancer, AIDS in the deaf commu¬ 
nity, sex and queer liberation, 
and humor and stress manage¬ 
ment. The 16th National 
AIDS/HIV Forum on Monday, 
July 27 brought together a group 
of panelists to present updates 
from the World AIDS Confer¬ 
ence held in Geneva earlier this 
month. 

A plenary on Tuesday, July 28 
entitled “Dying for Sex” focused 
on issues of substance abuse and 
sexual compulsivity and addic¬ 
tion. Dr. Marshall Forstein of the 
Fenway Community Health Cen¬ 
ter in Boston discussed whether 
excessive sexual behavior was 
best seen as an obsessive-com¬ 
pulsive disorder, an addiction, or 
something more complex. He 
emphasized that the important 
thing is not how much sex one 
has, but whether it negatively im¬ 
pacts other areas of one’s life (for 
example spending too much 
money on calls to 900 phone sex 
lines or being Fired from a job for 
repeatedly cruising porn sites on 
the Internet). Dr. Michael Gor¬ 
man discussed the epidemic of 
methamphetamine use, which he 
believes is driving the HIV epi¬ 
demic among young gay men on

the city. Awards were presented 
to several leaders who have been 
instrumental in shaping the 
LGBT health movement. Dr. 
Richard Isay, an author, professor 
of psychiatry at Cornell Univer¬ 
sity, and past vice president of 
NLGHA received the Winfield 
Scott Award. The Community 
Service Award was presented to 
the L.A. Center’s Jean. Cornelius 
Baker of NAPWA was honored 
with the Diego Lopez Award. The 
San Francisco Host Committee 
Award was given to Greg Merrill, 
director of client and advocacy 
services at Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV), and 
the San Francisco Transgender 
Community Task Force.

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Religious leaders speak

he gay and lesbian religious 
community responded to 
If the stepped up media assault 
by religious homophobes at a 
Washington news conference Fri¬ 
day, July 24. It came during a two- 
day National Religious Leadership 
Roundtable that brought togeth¬ 
er more than 30 such leaders. The 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force (NGLTF) organized this 
first-ever gathering. 

“We share with each other a 
passionate commitment to defend 
and promote the inherent worth 
and dignity of gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual and transgendered people, to 
proclaim loudly that we are all 
God’s people, worthy of God’s 
love, acceptance, and blessing,” 
said the Reverend Meg Riley. The 
director of the office for Faith in 
Action of the Unitarian Univer- 
salist Association added, “We have 
been too frequently silent about 
this commitment. Many of us 
have been too busy ministering to 
those in pain because of religion 
being used against them as a 
weapon.” 

“I speak here today both as a 
gay man and a Jew, a member of 
two groups that share an unfortu¬ 
nate history of stigmatization as 
sinners, as deviants, as other,” said 
Lee Walzer, vice president of the 
World Congress of Gay, Lesbian, 
and Bisexual Jewish Organiza¬ 
tions. 

“As Jews, we too have been told 
that God does not hear our 
prayers. We too have been told 
that God does not love us as we 
are. We too have been the target of 
conversion campaigns, made in 
the name of love and compassion 
for us. We too have seen our faith 
called a stubborn, rebellious 
choice that must be shed in order 


to go to heaven. Remove the 
words ‘gay’ and ‘lesbian’ from last 
week’s advertisements and substi¬ 
tute ‘Jew.’ It is clear why we must 
speak out,” Walzer added. 

He said that the three main 
branches of Judaism, representing 
over 90 percent of American 
Jewry, “support full civil equality” 
for gays. 

Dr. Marjorie J. Hill was “ap¬ 
palled and saddened by the mis¬ 
guided and flagrantly inaccurate 
reports” of the ad campaign. She 
is national president of the Unity 
Fellowship Church Movement 
and for 20 years a practicing psy¬ 
chologist. 

She quoted from an American 
Psychological Association state¬ 
ment: “Humans cannot choose to 
be straight or gay... Psychologists 
do not consider sexual orientation 
to be a conscious choice that can 
be voluntarily made.” She con¬ 
cluded by urging people to 
“choose science over ignorance, 
freedom over fear, and acceptance 
over bias.” 

The Reverend Kwabena Rainey 
Cheeks, pastor of the Inner Light 
Unity Fellowship Church in 
Washington, echoed that senti¬ 
ment. “Religious people told my 
ancestors that they could not be 
free. Once religious people told 
women that they could not be 
free,” said Cheeks. “Now the same 
religious people here in America 
are trying to say that because they 
don’t agree with who someone 
may dare to love, that they shall 
not be free. I truly understand 
that no one is free until we are all 
free. 

“I can no more change the 
color of my sexual orientation 
than I can change the color of my 
skin,” added Cheeks. “We are here 
to tell anyone that they do not 
have to agree with our opinion, 
but let us remember, it is their 


opinion and not the gospel. So re¬ 
member, God is love and love is 
for everyone.” 

The Reverend Mel White, min¬ 
ister of justice for the Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Churches, drew 
upon his own 35 year struggle to 
deny his homosexuality. He called 
ex-gay therapies “about as useful 
as leeches and lobotomies to the 
men and women who struggle 
desperately” with their sexuality. 

White blamed James Dobson, 
Gary Bauer and others for the 
anti-gay attack “to mold public 
opinion in their favor” just four 
months before the congressional 
elections. 

The ubiquity of the anti-gay 
movement materialized when 
“ex-gay” Anthony Falzarano, di¬ 
rector of Transformation Christ¬ 
ian Ministries, stood up to chal¬ 
lenge the speakers as being “false” 
and on the “fringe,” not represent¬ 
ing their denominations. One by 
one the speakers came to the 
podium and refuted the charges. 
They outlined basic policies of in¬ 
clusion and admitted to ongoing 
controversies over issues such as 
ordination of gay and lesbian cler¬ 
gy and same-sex marriage. 

“You are ex-gay? God bless 
you,” said Cheeks. “The God I 
serve is large enough to embrace 
us all. So we are not trying to tell 
you, no, don’t be an ex-gay. Bless 
you. But for those who are les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender, or 
questioning, God bless us. If your 
God is not large enough to make 
someone gay or lesbian, my God 
is. My God is so big that it em¬ 
braces all of us.” ▼ 
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Foray into international diplomacy 


Leno lobbies Romanian president

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno used the oppor¬ 
tunity of a visiting foreign 
dignitary July 19 to lobby for the 
freedom of imprisoned lesbians 
and gays in Romania and came 
away with what activists call a 
good first step. 

Leno met for several minutes 
with Romanian President Emil 
Constantinescu, who was in the 


city attending a conference, and 
pressured the head of state to re¬ 
lease approximately 130 homo¬ 
sexuals imprisoned under the 
country’s infamous Article 200 of 
the penal code 

“It was too good of an oppor¬ 
tunity to pass up,” said Leno. “The 
chance for gay elected officials to 
communicate with a head of state 
regarding a draconian, virulently 
anti-gay law doesn’t happen 
everyday.”

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troduced a resolution at the Board 
of Supervisors meeting urging the 
Romanian government to take ac¬ 
tion regarding releasing the pris¬ 
oners and overturning the law. 

At the recent reception, Leno 
spoke through an interpreter to 
the Romanian president to convey 
his message that a truly free soci¬ 
ety that claims to be a democracy 
must have respect for all its citi¬ 
zens; he urged Constantinescu to 
have the political will to make 
specific changes to alleviate the 
suffering of gays and lesbians. 

“He assured me he’s already 
pardoned those incarcerated and 
of his intent to abolish Article 
200,” Leno told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. The supervisor noted that 
while the pardon is a great initial 
action, Constantinescu has yet to 
release the prisoners, something 
he hopes will happen. 

So do activists with the San 
Francisco-based International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC), which 
brought the issue to Leno’s atten¬ 
tion. 

“A pardon is very different 
from being released,” said Julie 
Dorf, IGLHRC executive director. 

The activist organization stat¬ 
ed that under Romania’s so-called 
new democracy, one group — 
gays and lesbians — still do not 
share in the benefits of democra¬ 
cy. “Article 200 of the Romanian 
penal code prohibits homosexual 
acts ‘which cause public scandal.’ 
Anyone advocating for gays’ and 
lesbians’ rights could face one to 
five years imprisonment. Gays 
and lesbians have no rights to free 
speech or free association,” 
IGLHRC stated. 

The organization added that in 
June, the Romanian Parliament 
voted against eliminating these 
laws, with a member of the presi¬ 
dent’s own party saying “It would 
be immoral to legalize homosexu¬ 
al sex ... We want a healthy na¬ 
tion.” It was apparently that atti¬ 
tude that Leno was trying to 
change when he met with Con¬ 
stantinescu. 

Since being elected in 1996, 


Constantinescu has taken some 
private steps to help the situation 
facing lesbians and gays in his 
country, Dorf said. Under pres¬ 
sure from human rights organiza¬ 
tions, he pardoned Mariana 
Cetiner in March; she was serving 
a three-year prison term for sim¬ 
ply asking another woman to have 
sex with her. 

The prisoners who were par¬ 
doned for the sodomy convictions 
are still being detained under 
charges such as resisting arrest. 

Leno’s lobbying preceded a 
full-scale leafleting effort by 
IGLHRC at the Westin St. Francis 
Hotel that occurred July 20. 
About eight people organized by 
the group protested at the New 
Democracy Conference that was 
attended by an estimated 400 peo¬ 
ple, including Constantinescu, his 
staff, and security officers. The 
protesters were forced to leave by 
police while they were distribut¬ 
ing the flyers. 

“Mr. President, we ask you to 
use your moral authority to take 
a public stand against Article 
200,” IGLHRC’s flyer stated. “Say 
plainly that gays and lesbians are 
fellow citizens who deserve equal 
rights. Denying them their free¬ 
dom is not ‘new democracy,’ it is 


old authoritarianism.” 

A glossy booklet touting Ro¬ 
mania proudly describes the 
country as having “rich and di¬ 
verse cultural spaces,” and noted 
that the fall of communism in 
1989 marked “.. .for Romania, the 
beginning of the rebuilding of its 
democratic institutions.” 

Dorf underscored the impor¬ 
tance of elected officials, especial¬ 
ly gays and lesbians, and Ameri¬ 
can citizens contacting foreign 
governments to push for the re¬ 
lease of imprisoned homosexuals 
and protest the heinous laws. She 
said that communication from 
U.S. citizens, when solicited by ac¬ 
tivists within the affected country 
such as the current case with Ro¬ 
mania, are given extraordinary 
credibility by government offi¬ 
cials. 

Leno and Dorf urged interest¬ 
ed people to contact IGLHRC and 
learn about their letter writing 
campaign to Romania and other 
countries, as well as membership 
and volunteer opportunities with 
the organization. Y

Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIX IVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How sho uld I take CRIXIVAN ? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skjm or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day.

Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. ' 

Who shoul d n ot take CR I XIVAN ? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN.

Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone.- Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring .in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

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HIV planning council 
seeks members

> he HIV Health Services 
Planning Council is seeking 
applications for member¬ 
ship from consumers of CARE- 
funded services and others. The 
planning council is a 40-member 
body that prioritizes and allocates 
federal Ryan White CARE Act 
money for San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and Marin counties. 

Unlike previous application 
periods, the council’s leadership 
and its membership committee 
have changed the process some¬ 
what and there is now no deadline 
for people who are interested to 
apply. Tom Calvanese, one of the 
co-chairs and the staff person for 
the council, said the membership 
committee will conduct ongoing 
reviews of applications as they are 
submitted and will make recom¬ 
mendations to the mayor’s office 
whenever vacancies occur on the 
council. The mayor makes the 
formal appointments to the coun¬ 
cil. 

In addition to looking for con¬ 
sumers of CARE-funded services, 


the council is also looking for rep¬ 
resentation among women; 
youth, particularly young women; 
Native Americans; African-Amer¬ 
icans; and residents of San Mateo 
and Marin counties. 

“If you are a representative of 
any of the above mentioned 
groups, please consider partici¬ 
pating in this exciting and very re¬ 
warding work,” said Calvanese. 

The planning council has 
begun its formal prioritization 
process for the upcoming CARE 
fiscal year. Council and commit¬ 
tee meetings are open to the pub¬ 
lic, and people who are consider¬ 
ing becoming members are en¬ 
couraged to attend meetings to 
learn more about the council and 
how it operates. 

Calvanese noted that during 
the most recent funding cycle last 
year, the council allocated ap¬ 
proximately $37 million to fund a 
variety of services, including 
healthcare, housing, mental 
health, substance abuse, case 
management, food, peer advoca¬ 
cy, direct emergency financial as¬ 
sistance, child care, transporta-

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Lee, Congressional 
Black Caucus visit 
Baltimore AIDS clinics

H .S. Representative Barbara 
Lee (D-Oakland) joined 
other members of the Con¬ 
gressional Black Caucus (CBC) 
on a visit to Baltimore on Monday 
July 20 to see, firsthand, the im¬ 
pact of HIV and AIDS in the 
black community. The 14 mem¬ 
bers of the CBC visited several 
clinics where they were able to see 
the enormous problems facing in¬ 
dividuals, communities, and ser¬ 
vice providers as a result of 
HIV/AIDS and drug use. Follow¬ 
ing the visits to the clinics, the 
representatives met with Balti¬ 
more Mayor Kurt L. Schmoke, 
HIV treatment experts, and re¬ 
covering intravenous drug users 
to draw out solutions to the 
HIV/AIDS and drug crises in the 


black community. 

Lee, a strong supporter of ex¬ 
panded HIV prevention and 
treatment programs, noted the 
toll AIDS is taking on the black 
community. “African-Americans, 
who make up 13 percent of the 
population, account for over 36 
percent of total AIDS cases, and 
this number is still rising. We 
must take immediate action to re¬ 
verse these troubling statistics,” 
said Lee. 

Lee has led the CBC’s effort to 
convince U.S. Secretary of Health 
and Human Services Donna Sha- 
lala to declare HIV/AIDS a state of 
emergency in the black commu¬ 
nity. Lee has also been vocal in her 
support of legislation that would 
allow the use of federal funds for 
needle exchange programs. “Nee¬ 
dle exchange is an effective way to 
reduce the spread of HIV among 


African-Americans. Because over 
50 percent of AIDS deaths for 
African-Americans are connected 
to contaminated needle use, effec¬ 
tive needle exchange programs 
will prevent a significant number 
of infections among African- 
Americans,” she said. 

The CBC also expressed con¬ 
cern about the increased drug use 
among African-Americans across 
the nation. Lee noted that putting 
drug users in jail does not “reach 
the heart of the matter” and that 
placing a heavier burden on law 
enforcement is not a solution to 
the problem. “We must make 
drug treatment available to those 
who need it. That is how we will 
eradicate drugs and HIV from our 
communities,” Lee said. T

•V Ians are moving forward for 
a privately funded statewide 
health ombuds program, 
granting an independent advocate 
the authority and resources to 
help consumers navigate the in¬ 
creasingly complex managed 
healthcare system, while a differ¬ 
ence of opinion has delayed efforts 
to establish similar services with¬ 
in San Francisco government. 

The statewide program will 
begin in six cities, including San 
Francisco and San Mateo, and in¬ 
volve local community nonprofits. 
It will be funded by a $5 million, 
two-year grant from the Califor¬ 
nia Endowment, a philanthropic 
foundation with assets of approx¬ 
imately $2 billion, dedicated to 
improving the health and well¬ 
being of uninsured and under¬ 
served people in California. 

The program will focus on 
those eligible for MediCal and be 
“a resource to help consumers nav¬ 
igate the changing healthcare arena 
to ensure they have access to ser¬ 
vices,” said Marion Standish, a pro¬ 
gram officer at the endowment. 
She hopes the program will en¬ 
courage other public and private 
efforts to provide ombuds services. 

The San Francisco Neighbor¬ 
hood Legal Assistance Foundation 
(SFNLAF) will administer the pro¬ 
gram in San Francisco. “Anyone 
with a healthcare access issue would 
get a review,” said Michael Keys, a 
staff attorney at SFNLAF, an agency* 
that provides legal help to low-in¬ 
come San Francisco residents. The 
new program will include outreach

to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community. 

Efforts to establish a health 
ombuds program in San Francis¬ 
co became muddled when advo¬ 
cates and the sponsoring member 
of the Board of Supervisors 
reached a difference of opinion. 

In a letter dated June 11, Super¬ 
visor Amos Brown, original spon¬ 
sor of the legislation, informed a 
member of the coalition pursuing 
the legislation that “after weighing 
public policy and fiscal considera¬ 
tions, I elected not to sponsor the 
version of the ombuds program 
legislation that you prefer.” 

A draft of the proposed legis¬ 
lation dated June 11, provided by 


staffing needs. 

Cost estimates for the new 
commission vary widely. Spon¬ 
soring advocates estimate 
$750,000 per year for the whole 
commission, while the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Administra¬ 
tive Services estimated $3.5 mil¬ 
lion for a smaller pilot program 
confined initially to the MediCal- 
eligible population. 

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health (DPH) 
supports the development of om¬ 
buds services and is assisting the 
board with the legislation; the 
health commission passed a reso¬ 
lution on March 17 supporting 
the general concept.

coalition member Frederick Hob¬ 
son, calls for an amendment to 
the city’s administrative code to 
create a commission to oversee 
the operation of a new Health 
Care Ombuds Office and Com¬ 
mission serving San Franciscans 
“under any healthcare insurance 
program, including MediCal.” 
Services would include education, 
outreach, advocacy, and assistance 
with grievance procedures. 

Brown supports the creation of 
a pilot program before moving on 
to cover the whole city, while Hob¬ 
son would like coverage extended 
to all residents from the start. 

“We hope to solve problems 
before people have to go through 
the very unpleasant route of liti¬ 
gation,” said Hobson. 

Membership and funding for 
the seven member commission 
would be determined by the 
board and the mayor. Commis¬ 
sioners would hire an executive 
director who would determine 


“We know many people in San 
Francisco who are eligible for Medi¬ 
Cal and Healthy Families [a pro¬ 
gram for low-income kids] who 
don’t get these services because 
they don’t know how to apply,” said 
Dr. Mitch Katz, health director. 

Hobson indicated advocates 
will formalize their organization 
to pursue the original legislation 
with a different supervisor. 

Keys stressed the need for 
community involvement in devel¬ 
oping the commission. “Before 
people decide to commit those re¬ 
sources,” he said, “they need to sit 
down with the people who are al¬ 
ready doing that work.” ▼

tion, and others. 

Members are required to at¬ 
tend two council meetings and at 
least one committee meeting per 
month. In order to facilitate the 
participation of people living with 
HIV/AIDS, the attendance re¬ 
quirement is flexible for those 
persons, added Calvanese. 

The Ryan White CARE Act 
mandates that the council reflect 
the community it serves, and the 
council is particularly committed 
to increasing the participation of 
consumers of CARE-funded ser¬ 


vices. Demonstrating that com¬ 
mitment, the council has includ¬ 
ed in its bylaws a requirement that 
25 percent of its members be con¬ 
sumers of CARE-funded services 
who are free of conflict of interest. 

People who are interested 
should pick up an application 
form at the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s AIDS Of¬ 
fice, or they can call Calvanese to 
receive a copy by mail or fax. ▼

|| n mid-April, I underwent an 
experimental radiation treat¬ 
ment for HIV. Since then, 
friends have been making jokes 
about how radiant I look, and 
how I must glow in the dark, etc. 
But I laugh along with them be¬ 
cause I was lucky enough to be 
chosen to be the first subject in a 
trial to attempt to eradicate hid¬ 
den HIV-infected T-cells. 

The experiment was the idea 
of the researchers, led by Dr. Mike 
McCune, at the Gladstone Insti¬ 
tute of Virology and Immunolo¬ 
gy at San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital (SFGH). These researchers 
have been looking at the func¬ 
tioning of the thymus in people 
with HIV. The thymus is the 
organ in your body that stimu¬ 
lates undifferentiated immune 
cells to become T-cells. It is situ¬ 
ated behind your sternum (or 
breast bone). It was traditionally 
thought that the thymus was a 
fully functioning organ only in 
children, that when people be¬ 
came adults the thymus shrank 
and didn’t have any more use. 

The researchers at the Glad¬ 
stone Institute have been using CT 
scans to try to visualize thymus tis¬ 
sue in HIV-negative and HIV-pos¬ 
itive adults. They have found that 
there is indeed functional thymus 
tissue in adults and that interest¬ 
ingly enough, many HIV-positive 
people had a larger thymus than 
corresponding HIV-negative con¬ 
trols of the same age. The findings 
from this study were published in

the June 1998 Journal of Clinical 
Investigation (Vol. 101, No. 11). 
These findings led the researchers 
to believe that the thymus was still 
able to play an active roll in creat¬ 
ing more T-cells in adults, espe¬ 
cially in T-cell-depleted HIVers. 

This is exciting news, as triple 
combination therapies are able to 
kill off most of the old in¬ 
fected T-cells, the thy¬ 
mus was able to re¬ 
generate a new batch 
of T-cells. This would 
leave the body with 
mostly new uninfected T- 
cells. One problem existed 
in that there always 
seemed to be a reser¬ 
voir of infected T- 
cells that were hidden 
away in the lymph 
nodes, that only “came out” when 
they were stimulated by a particu¬ 
lar antigen presentation. When 
these T-cells became stimulated 
they multiplied, spreading HIV in¬ 
fection into these new cells, which 
could then go forth and infect any 
other newly created T-cells. 

This problem of a reservoir of 
latent HIV-infected cells has con¬ 
cerned scientists since the theory 
of an HIV “cure” was first postu¬ 
lated by Dr. David Ho two years 
ago. McCune and his associates at 
the Gladstone were interested in 
this problem and came up with an 
idea to specifically attack this 
reservoir of sequestered HIV-in¬ 
fected cells. They were familiar 
with the work of Dr. Steven Deeks, 
a colleague at SFGH, who had per¬ 
formed the famous baboon bone 
marrow transplant on AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Jeff Getty in 1995. Before 
Getty received the transplant, 
Deeks had used radiation to make 
room in his long bones for the 
new bone marrow and to suppress 
his lymphocytes (white blood 
cells) so that they would not attack 
the foreign bone marrow. As it 
turned out, the baboon bone mar¬ 
row did not have any effect on 
Getty’s immune system. But an¬ 
other surprising result did occur. 
After years of next to no T-cells, 
Getty’s T-cell numbers moved up 
to 100 and above. His viral load 
had been detectable before the ra¬ 
diation, but became undetectable 
within weeks following the radia¬ 
tion. All this was happening with 
no change in his drug therapy. 

The explanation for this 
seemed to be in the radiation 
treatment. His infected T-cells 
may have been killed off and af¬ 
terwards new T-cells were regen¬ 
erated that were not infected. 
Using the newly available combi¬ 
nation therapies, Getty was able to 
suppress infected T-cells from 
proliferating and infecting these 
new T-cells. The folks at the Glad¬ 
stone Institute, who had a pool of 
HIVers whom they had thymus 
data on, wanted to directly evalu¬ 
ate the possibility that radiation 



might indeed kill off infected T- 
cells and permit new T-cell pro¬ 
duction from the thymus. 

I was in their thymus study 
and volunteered to be one of the 
candidates for radiation. I was 
chosen last summer because I was 
on stable triple combination ther¬ 
apy and also because my thymic 
size and function had been pre¬ 
viously studied. They 
.v planned to experiment 
J with three different 
doses of radiation: 450 
rads (a dose similar to 
the one which Jeff had 
received), 300 rads, and 
150 rads. For compar¬ 
ison, someone with 
cancer might receive 
3,000 rads total dur¬ 
ing their treatment. 
The researchers wanted to use 
only the lowest dose (150 rads) on 
me as they wanted to make sure 
that the experiment would not be 
harmful in any way. They ex¬ 
plained to me that there was little 
likelihood of harm, but also be¬ 
cause they were using such a small 
amount of radiation, there would 
also likely be little benefit. 

I figured, since I’d already lost 
my hair due to family genetics, 
what did I have to lose besides in¬ 
fected T-cells? So I underwent a 
battery of examinations. I was all 
set to go, when the radiologist 
stopped the proceedings as she said 
I was “too healthy.” On the triple 
combination therapy for over a 
year, my viral load was below 500 
and my T-cells were continuing to 
rise from the low 100s into the 
400s. She explained that we would¬ 
n’t be able to determine if any sub¬ 
sequent increase in T-cells would 
be due to the radiation or the drug 
therapy. So my entry into the study 
was put on hold. 

I was approached again about 
the experiment this past spring. 
My T-cells had stabilized in the 
low 400s over the past half year, 
while my viral load remained 
below 500, so any dramatic change 
could be better related to the radi¬ 
ation treatment. They zapped me 
with the radiation April 21 in a 
most protective environment: they 
had devised a way to shield my 
thymus, my long bones with their 
bone marrow tissue, and my other 
vital organs from the radiation. 
The process took about an hour, 
where I had to lie as still as possi¬ 
ble. The radiologists were ex¬ 
tremely careful to radiate only the 
desired lymph tissue. Afterwards I 
stayed overnight at SFGH for ob¬ 
servation. They had given me an 
anti-nausea medication the day of 
the radiation and I felt no side ef¬ 
fects either right after or since the 
treatment. 

My first blood test following 
the treatment revealed that my 
helper T-cells had dropped into 
the low 200s. McCune and his as-

the small amount of radiation to 
my lymph nodes had effectively 
destroyed so many T-cells. My T- 
cells remained in the low 200s for 
about a month. In the first two 
months after the radiation treat¬ 
ment my T-cells leveled off in the 
mid-300s. I go in for blood work 
monthly and will be monitored 


for a year. I have nothing but good 
things to say about everyone in¬ 
volved in this project, each of 
them was personally caring and 
concerned for my welfare all the 
way through the project. I was 
told that I could back out of the 
study if I had any concerns, even 
up to the last minute. The staff 
and researchers were always ready 
to address any questions or con¬ 
cerns that I might experience 
throughout the whole process. 

With the initial success of my 


experiment, McCune is looking to 
evaluate this treatment on a few 
other PWAs. They have a list of 
potential recipients, but are also 
looking for others who are inter¬ 
ested in this study. ▼

New ISU rules cause 
serious problems for 
Gay Games figure skating 


considering to take legal action,” 
Janssens said. “The decision of the 
ISU on Wednesday [July 22] came 
as complete surprise for us. It’s 
less then two weeks before the 
event and this is just not accept¬ 
able. Our relation with the Royal 
Dutch Skating Union KNSB is a

The chairman of the KNSB, W. 
Schenk, said he already knew that

/ p he International Skating 
Union (ISU) refuses to rec- 
m ognize Gay Games Amster¬ 
dam 1998 as an official event. This 
has serious consequences for the 
figure skating competition at Gay 
Games. Skaters, referees and offi¬ 
cials who will participate in this 
event will be expelled from fur¬ 
ther participation in official ISU 
competition. The Gay Games get 
underway this Saturday, August 1 
in Amsterdam. 

About 25 of the 100 registered 
figure skaters for the Gay Games 
will therefore have to reconsider 
their participation. Since all of the 
referees for Gay Games are inter¬ 
nationally recognized jurors, it’s 
almost certain that they too will 
have to cancel their participation 
if the ISU sticks to its decision. 

According to Gay Games Di¬ 
rector Marc Janssens, the financial 
consequences of this ISU decision 
are enormous for Gay Games. 
Ticket sales for the figure skating 
are in full swing and approxi¬ 
mately 75,000 tickets have already 
been sold. In total, the financial 
loss could amount to a quarter of 
a million Dutch guilders. 

“We are in discussion with the

at the Stop AIDS Project (SAP), 
differentiated between “on-line” 
thinking, the thought process in 
the heat of a sexual moment, and 
“off-line” thinking, at a calmer 
time outside of a sexual moment. 
“Increasingly we [AIDS preven¬ 
tion services] need to focus on 
on-line thinking as much as pos¬ 
sible,” Perez said, stressing that an 
individual can make a commit¬ 
ment to safer sex during off-line 
thinking that does not translate to 
the actual sexual moment. 

A common theme among the 
HIV and health educators inter¬ 
viewed was that commercial sex 
establishments may present an 
opportunity for HIV/STD pre¬ 
vention. “Sex clubs and bathhous¬ 
es provide an excellent opportu¬ 
nity to reach men at a critical 
point,” said Perez.

Haikalis, client services director, 
issued background information 
on the decision to eliminate Vida.

Ammiano’s colleague on the 
board, Supervisor Mark Leno 
carefully chose his words and said 
that while he “doesn’t know the 
specifics of the foundation’s bud¬ 
get,” he wants to make sure all 
clients receive services. 

According to Haikalis’s state¬ 
ment, all of the 159 Vida clients 


containing a pledge to proactive 
safer sex. The prevention and edu¬ 
cation program consists of a vari¬ 
ety of components including in¬ 
formation tabling, presentations 
and discussions, HIV/STD testing, 
financial and condom donations 
to the community, and bringing 
community groups into the bath¬ 
house. The focus goes beyond HIV 
and STDs and includes broad 
health concerns and other issues 
in which patrons have expressed 
an interest such as developing in¬ 
timacy. This helps draw in men 
who may believe they know all 
they need to know about HIV. 

Cotten has an open door poli¬ 
cy during the time he is in, and 
men are free to drop by and discuss 
whatever is on their minds. When 
he is not in the office, Cotten 
brings in a number of AIDS/HIV 
prevention organizations from 
around the East Bay. “Often the 
discussions start small and lead to 
something else,” said Cotten. 

Such as the interaction Cotten 
had with Ralph (not his real 


were reviewed to ensure an ade¬ 
quate transition. She also empha¬ 
sized that the clients still have ac¬ 
cess to services at the foundation 
and said that many of the clients 
already had case managers at 
other programs. “The Vida chart 
review indicated that virtually all 
of the Vida clients receiving case 
management services from the 
foundation had at least two, and 
often three or four, case managers 
at other agencies, in addition to 
their case manager at the founda¬ 
tion,” she stated. 

A breakdown of the transition 
shows that 34 of the clients cur¬ 
rently receive case management 
services at IFR; 24 get those ser¬ 
vices at MNHC; 10 receive ser¬ 
vices at St. Mary’s; and 31 received 
medical care, case management, 
and other services at San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital, Kaiser, the 
Tom Waddell Clinic, and other 
city health clinics. 

“All of these agencies have 
agreed to continue case manage¬ 
ment services for these existing 
clients whom they already serve,” 


name), a 35-year-old bisexual typ¬ 
ical of the Steamworks’ daytime 
clientele. An initial drop-in visit 
lead to a 90-minute session that 
ended with referrals to other sup¬ 
port organizations. Ralph has now 
been able to see beyond the bath¬ 
house as an outlet and attends 
other social support activities. 

This is also an example of the 
front-line strategy that drives the 
program. As an example, Cotten 
mentioned the time a patron ex¬ 
plained he heard that swallowing 
hydrogen peroxide mouth wash 
could kill HIV in the stomach. He 
immediately posted warnings. 

Cotten is very proud of the ap¬ 
proach they have developed, based 
on “sex-positive outreach in a sex¬ 
positive environment.” Apparent¬ 
ly others are also impressed. 
Steamworks has received com¬ 
mendations and recognition in¬ 
cluding the Alameda County 
Board of Supervisors and a 1997 
Public Health Partner Award to 
Cotten from the Public Health 
Foundation of Alameda County. 


said Haikalis. “They are not 
being asked to expand their 
client caseloads as a result of our 
decision.” 

Meanwhile, the clients are 
hoping to get community support 
and have been passing out infor¬ 
mation at various' meetings. Sev¬ 
eral clients sat down with the 
B.A.R. earlier this month with a 
copy of the letter they sent to 
leaders at the SFAF. Vida was one 
of the few programs in San Fran¬ 
cisco that offered clients, many of 
whom are monolingual Spanish 
speakers, specialized case man¬ 
agement services. While the drop- 
in portion of the program will 
continue, all paid SFAF staff 
members and case managers for 
Vida have either resigned or been 
transferred to other departments, 
Haikalis said. 

Some Vida clients see SFAF’s 
decision to eliminate the program 
as discriminatory and say they de¬ 
pended on the program for help 
with a variety of services. 

“Why take away our pro¬ 
gram?” asked Juan Alvarez. “I feel 


The Berkeley bathhouse is vis¬ 
ited by other health educators. 
Staff from the Kings County 
health department in Washington 
state recently toured the Steam¬ 
works to get ideas for their pro¬ 
gram of outreach at the bath¬ 
houses and sex clubs there, 
“...these venues allow us to reach 
people who are sexually ac¬ 
tive... [the Steamworks] program 
is a model,” said Mark Alstead, 
HIV/STD program coordinator in 
for Kings County. 

Cotten is clearly committed to 
this work and was proud to show 
off the program on a recent tour. 
He hopes others will work to de¬ 
velop similar programs. “We have 
done a disservice in the last 15 
years.

very discriminated against. ‘Gay 
Life’ [SFAF’s much-publicized 
HIV prevention program] doesn’t 
have anything in Spanish.” 

Added Jorge Ortiz, “My case 
worker is my leader to connect for 
medical treatment.” 

Haikalis said other factors 
went into the SFAF’s decision, in¬ 
cluding “the need to protect 
housing case management which 
is no longer supported by city 
CARE funds and serves dispro¬ 
portionately large numbers of 
Latino (16 percent) and African- 
American (33 percent) individu¬ 
als,” and “the need to protect 
women’s case management which 
is supported only minimally 
through city CARE funds and 
serves disproportionately large 
numbers of Latino (11 percent) 
and African-American (53 per¬ 
cent) individuals.” 

“I want to emphasize again 
that no individual has lost access 
to services as a result of this deci¬ 
sion, nor will clients be displaced 
as a result of this decision,” said 
Haikalis. T

leading to strokes or heart at¬ 
tacks. Forstein stated that “people 
underestimate the power of pop¬ 
pers to kill when used with Via¬ 
gra.” Several deaths in gay men 
have already been attributed to 
such combinations. Other deaths 
may be due to the sudden re¬ 
sumption of sexual activity by 
older men with existing heart 
conditions. 

Forstein noted that by restrict¬ 
ing the amount of the $10 pill 
they will reimburse, HMOs and 
insurance companies are “setting 
the agenda for how often people 


should have sex.” Scarce speculat¬ 
ed that Viagra may increasingly 
make sex a class issue. People are 
often able to get the drug from 
friends or over the Internet, and 
the federal government is consid¬ 
ering making Viagra a controlled 
substance. Forstein cautioned 
against sharing medication with 
anyone for whom it is not pre¬ 
scribed. 

Several members of the audience 
discussed their own experiences 
with Viagra. One man said that after 
years of having trouble keeping an 
erection, Viagra has allowed him to 
be a top again. “It’s a wonderful drug 
for me,” he concluded. 

Looking to the future, one 
participant wondered whether 


Viagra would change gay com¬ 
munity norms so that men were 
no longer content with normal 
physiology. If Viagra use becomes 
widespread, he wondered, “would 
we demand 100 percent erections 
100 percent of the time?” Rofes 
said he could foresee the develop¬ 
ment of a Viagra subculture, sim¬ 
ilar to the steroid and party drug 
subcultures that already exist, but 
emphasized the importance of 
being able to choose not to be a 
part of that scene. 

Forstein concluded that his 
real goal as a physician was “to 
help people have real freedom 
around who they are as a sexual 
person,” a goal which Viagra may 
help or hinder. ▼

then-most recent bonds and 
through the November election, 
would automatically be passed 
through to tenants. 

Tenant groups opposed the de 
Young museum bond in June and 
went on record opposing the La¬ 
guna Honda bond. Recent efforts 
to negotiate a compromise failed. 

“The reason that they had to 
back off was that the landlords 
would not agree to a reasonable 
compromise,” said Robert Haa- 
land, an organizer with the Ten¬ 
ant’s Union. 

Kaufman took issue with Local 


250 statement. “I have a reputa¬ 
tion for being the voice of reason 
on this board, and I think it is my 
responsibility to point out to the 
voters the facts about this bond,” 
she said referring to criticism over 
her recent comments on the issue. 

Since last month’s election, a 
number of community and polit¬ 
ical leaders, such as the San Fran¬ 
cisco Independent , state Senator 
Quentin Kopp (I-San Francisco), 
and some supervisors have vowed 
to oppose all bonds until the La¬ 
guna Honda issue is addressed.

the LGBT community, nearly all 
those interviewed mentioned his 
support of the equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance, and the numerous appoint¬ 
ments to his administration made 
from this community, although 
Romero suggested those appoint¬ 
ments have mainly been from one 
perspective. Kipnis stressed the 
mayor’s leadership on LGBT rights 
both locally and nationally. “His 
leadership on gay rights is a light 
across the country,” she said. 

Opinions varied as to why the 
mayor might be seeking early en¬ 
dorsements. Lira surmised that it 
was just good politics, German 


speculated that it was just Brown’s 
style, Kipnis believed that it would 
allow the mayor to focus on the 
work of being mayor rather than 
the internecine politics that often 
come with the political club en¬ 
dorsement process. 

Still, Macias wondered if 
Brown might be locking up early 
support because he was concerned 
about his chances at re-election. 

Romero commented that the 
mayor may view the Milk Club as 
“a political enemy” because of past 
activities of the club. For example, 
the club supported Propositions F 
and K in last month’s election; 
both were viewed as possible at¬ 
tempts to diminish Brown’s stand¬ 
ing among the electorate. 

“He is making a whole entity 


an enemy when the ‘enemy’ is our 
[Milk Club] democratic process; 
because we give each member one 
vote, and they are all equal,” said 
Romero. 

This points to one very simple 
possible motive of the mayor: 
knowing who is for you and who 
is against you. The question is, 
does the mayor really act on that 
information? 

The mayor’s race will be held 
in November 1999 and is consid¬ 
ered nonpartisan in that all can¬ 
didates run as a group rather tharf 
with specific party affiliation. Re¬ 
ports are that Brown will ask the 
San Francisco Democratic Party 
County Central Committee to 
consider an early endorsement 
soon. T

T here have always been lesbian moms. Even 
before the current baby boom, dykes were 
finding ways, through temporary hetero¬ 
sexual marriage, donor insemination, and if 
you believe it, wishing really hard, to make 
babies. What’s changed in the past several years is that 
lesbian moms have become more visible. A stunning 
new book, and a gorgeous exhibit at the new Main Li¬ 
brary, celebrate the ways in which lesbians do the 
mom thing. 

Lesbian Family Portraits at the Main features the 
work of Cathy Cade and selections from a new book 
by Barbara Seyda and Diana Herrera. The powerful 
images reflect the varieties of the lesbian experience, 
as women of all ages, ethnicities, and classes are por¬ 
trayed mothering or just being mom. Cade’s “I Need 
You to Listen to Me 1993” shows a stern mother and 
a young child who I am sure has just done something 
huge. I swear I could hear her voice when I looked at 
the picture. The photos by Seyda show not only 
mothers and children but grandmothers, too, all rev¬ 
eling in their pleasure in one another. The photos 
were so wonderful that I just had to speak with the 
women who had captured these visions of so many 
valuable families. 

Cathy Cade has been a lesbian and a photogra¬ 
pher for 27 years. She explains: “1 came out in the 
Spring of ’71, and that same Spring I started taking 
photos. I was involved in the women’s movement, 
and that was all about self-expression and being 
who I wanted to be. I wanted to be part of the 
movement and to make a contribution, but I didn’t 
want to have to go to any more meetings! Taking 
photos was political. I remember thinking, ‘They 
can’t stop me.’ Making movies involves lots of 
money, but to take photos, all you need is a camera 
and film.”

SF PWAS REMEMBER THE 70S, HARVEY MlLK AND AIDS ACTIVISM ^ 

- ? *

T his year, 1998, marks the 20th anniversary of the assassination of Har¬ 
vey Milk, the first gay on the San Francisco Board of Supervisors. It 
also marks some four years since what I consider the low point of the 
pandemic, 1994. Shanti Project, where I worked, was reeling. The 
healthcare fights of the 103rd Congress were lost. At the AIDS confer¬ 
ence in Yokohama, Jonathan Mann suggested that the previous decade’s AIDS re¬ 
search, “while courageous,” had proven “manifestly insufficient.” The obits in the 
B.A.R. numbered some 20 an issue that fall. After experiencing the consequences 
of our culture’s awkward and frequently Byzantine means of grappling with 
death and disease, many let go ... so many stories faded into black. 

Calling all stories 

The day in 1994 after another ’70s migration cohort died at the housing 
program where I worked, I bought a taperecorder to preserve the recollections 
of other PWAs. I made a flier with the banner, “Calling All Stories. Remember 
Reagan and GRID? Living Long Term with HIV?” and placed it all over the 
city. Over the next two years, I would bus around town listening to some 30 
PWAs telling me the story of their life here. The San Francisco AIDS story 
would be a narrative about a community, and about regular citizens reaching 
out to protect and rebuild. 

With 10,000 AIDS deaths in San Francisco alone, it was impossible to walk 
through the city without being aware that an epidemic was raging. The lin¬ 
gering impact of the losses had found its way into the very fabric of people’s 
lives and communities. The gay papers had even begun reporting on the new 
“multiple loss syndrome.” 

Fortunately, many integral components necessary for a community re¬

H ethal Weapon 4 was the 
summer blockbuster on the 
marquee, and police barri¬ 
cades blocked the sidewalk out¬ 
side Mann’s Chinese Theater on 
Hollywood Boulevard last week.

A generous helping 
of Marga Gomez

s there anyone who doesn’t 

like Marga Gomez? I mean, 

her stage persona is so appeal¬ 
ing — friendly and confidant yet 
self-effacing — that only an ex¬ 
lover might not want to be her 
friend. But then again, at her re¬ 
cent opening at Josie’s Cabaret 
and Juice Joint, Gomez an¬ 
nounced that her ex was in the 
audience, so it could be unani¬ 
mous. 

This likability is a considerable 
asset as Gomez works through her 
occasionally uneven new material 
during a run at Josie’s, where she 
previously tried out a pair of one- 
woman shows about her exotic 
entertainer-parents that she even¬ 
tually took to New York. The title 
of her new offering, Gag Reflex , is 
really a generic umbrella to cover 
the two quite different halves of 
the show, amounting to a gener¬ 
ous offering of Gomez. 

The first part actually has its 
own name. Jaywalking is a 25- 
minute excerpt from a one- 
woman show Gomez is develop¬ 
ing about her life in Los Angeles 
as a Latina lesbian comedian 
struggling for her big break. After 
a 10-minute intermission, she re¬ 
turns for some rambling stand-up 
comedy that lets her play with the 
audience much more than she can 
in the highly structured opening 
segment. 

In Jaywalking, Gomez talks 
about her Hollywood dreams (to 
be the first out lesbian on Bay- 
watch), the indignities of Tinsel 
Town (she watched while John 
Tesh got his star on Hollywood 
Boulevard), and her demons 
(“Jennifer Lopez stole my part”). 
She can take a well-mined subject, 
like being a pedestrian amid the 
auto culture of L.A., and give it a 
new slant, and she knows how to 
create absurdist mini-dramas 
from (presumably) actual experi¬ 
ences. 

The piece needs some sharp¬ 
ening, especially if it’s going to be 
expanded, but Jaywalking lets 
Gomez show off her skills as a 
versatile comic actress more than 
she can in her stand-up mode. 
Her manic explosion of self-re¬ 
proach after a failed audition is a 
wonderful moment of physical 
comedy rooted in reality, and her 
description of taking the bus in 
L.A. has a nutty kind of you-are- 
there impact. 

After the break, Gomez returns 
for some stand-up that is literally 
all over the place. She’s at her best 
talking about San Francisco, espe¬ 
cially from the point of view of 
someone who has moved away. 
On seeing the new Safeway on 
Market for the first time: “It was, 
like, a piece of shit for the longest 
time, and we were fine with it. We 
don’t want Safeway to be a resort.” 
She also gets good mileage out of 
the difference between being a les¬ 
bian in San Francisco and in Los 
Angeles: “Here, I could pass for a 
supervisor. In L.A., I’m Daddy.” 

Sometimes referring to her 
notes, Gomez is obviously feeling 
her way through much of her 
stand-up material. There are fum¬ 
bles here and there, both in the 
jokes and in the delivery, but she 
is so comfortably casual on stage 
that they don’t unsettle the audi¬ 


ence. Gomez is the kind of per¬ 
former who can shout, “Fuck me, 
white lady” — her fantasy reac¬ 
tion on meeting Sharon Stone — 
and make it sound sweet. ▼ 


Marga Gomez will be at Josie’s 
Cabaret and Juice Joint 
through August 9.

idealized young man. Giulietta 
Masina’s Chaplinesque move¬ 
ments, her masterfully simple 
pantomime of a desperately de¬ 
sired amour, cast a subtle spell 
that quiets the rowdy crowd of 
local males, just as it mesmerizes 
us as an audience. When she 
awakes, the crowd ruthlessly 
ridicules her for being an aging 
whore mimicking what she can 
never be — an “innocent.” From 
there it’s downhill all the way, 
though Cabiria maintains her dig¬ 
nity and fragile sense of hope even 
in the most dire circumstances, 
which come quickly in an extend¬ 
ed, disastrous love affair. 

Nights of Cabiria was Fellini’s 
last film that tried to make sense of 
an increasingly fragmented, chaot¬ 
ic Italian society. In Masina’s bril¬ 
liant incarnation of the 
simple-minded, doomed prostitute 
— a character Fellini called the 
“fallen sister” of La Strada’s Gel- 
somina — he found an ideal vehicle 
for attacking the Church, the class 
system, movie star culture, and all 
the other forces destroying the lives 
of the people. With his next film, La 
Dolce Vita, his neorealist voice 
would become quieter; in a few 
years, it would vanish entirely as 
Fellini moved ever inward. T

ca Marzi), particularly, rides out 
Cabiria’s violent moods that in¬ 
evitably come after one of her 
many misadventures. 

Much of the film is a subtle 
study of class conflict, with 
Cabiria, in spite of owning a small 
cement house and having a bank 
account, in the lower ranks even 
of her fellow prostitutes. This 
doesn’t prevent her sudden, brief 
rise in status in one of Fellini’s 
most celebrated scenes, a bitter¬ 
sweet encounter with the famous 
actor Alberto Lazzari (Amedeo 
Nazzari). Everything good that 
their meeting implies is denied 
her, from a fancy feast of lobster 
and caviar to Alberto himself. 
When his girlfriend unexpectedly 
appears, he locks Cabiria in the 
bathroom where she sits until 
morning, when he sneaks her out 
with a few bucks. Fellini neatly 
sums up her situation architec¬ 
turally; Lazzari’s house is impos¬ 
sibly large and mazelike, causing 
Cabiria to lament out loud that 
she’ll never get out. 

Woman at the center 

Fellini’s structuring of his 
heroine’s story as a series of inci¬ 
dents rather than a linear plot was 
innovative at the time, doubly so 
because examples of a woman at 
the center of a picaresque adven¬ 
ture are exceptionally rare. Part of 
the picaresque tradition, one that 
dovetails nicely with Fellini’s own 
inclinations, is an anti-clericalism. 


Nights of Cabiria is filled with 
such feeling. In a particularly 
grim sequence, Cabiria and some 
other friends join a pilgrimage to 
beg for redemption. This presum¬ 
ably solemn event turns out to be 
anything but, with pilgrims 
screaming and smashing into 
each other, hysterical pleas for 
cures unmet, and peddlers hawk¬ 
ing religious paraphernalia. 

If this didn’t bring on the 
wrath of the Catholic Church, an¬ 
other sequence did. In a scene that 
was cut in all but one French 
print, Cabiria, abandoned in a 
field, meets “the man with the 
sack.” The man is an anonymous 
do-gooder; his sack is filled with 
bare necessities he gives to the lit¬ 
eral “wretched of the earth” — 
people living in squalor in caves. 
Cabiria accompanies him on his 
silent journey, and sees her possi¬ 
ble future when she meets a hook¬ 
er she knew, once wealthy, now 
living in a hole in the ground. The 
Church was apparently so an¬ 
noyed by the idea of a layman ap¬ 
propriating one of its activities 
that it got the scene cut. More to 
the point, perhaps, the Church 
disliked being shown it did noth¬ 
ing for its most hopeless con¬ 
stituents. 

In another powerful sequence 
that reveals the depth of Cabiria’s 
inner life, she’s hypnotized in a 
seedy variety theater to believe 
she’s an unspoiled young girl in a 
budding romance with an equally

Fellini nights

|| t’s rare for a movie director to 

inspire a new word, but by the 
II 1970s, “Fclliniesque” was a 
common synonym for the 
grotesque, the satirical, and the 
surreal. In the 1950s, long before 
the images that made him famous 
in this regard — La Dolce Vita's 
flying Christ, Juliet of the Spirit’s 
lurid fantasies, Satyricons dying 
hermaphrodite and homosexual 
minotaur — Fellini was a major 
neorealist who would have reject¬ 
ed such dreamy indulgences. 

The Nights of Cabiria (1957) is 
in some respects the crown jewel 
in his pre-“Felliniesque” work. 
While I Vitelloni (1953) is a more 
overt social critique and La Strada 
(1954) more widely known, 
Cabiria paints an arguably richer, 
more sweeping portrait of an out¬ 
sider among outsiders. Just how 
rich can now be properly judged 
in a pristine restored print that 
also reinstates a crucial censored 
sequence known as “The Man 
with the Sack.” 

Cabiria, unforgettably por¬ 
trayed by the director’s wife, 


Giulietta Masina, is a rather pa¬ 
thetic aging prostitute who plies 
her trade in a desolate red-light 
district outside Rome. In the 
opening scene, which lays out the 
moral universe in which Cabiria 
tries to survive, she’s cavorting 
through a field in what looks like 
a romantic idyll with her 
boyfriend. But romance turns 
quickly to treachery and 
near-tragedy as he unceremoni¬ 
ously dumps her in the river and 
steals her purse. Surprisingly, after 
nearly dying, she reviles her sav¬ 
iors, curses her fate, and stumbles 
off in one high heel to the echo¬ 
ing words of a boy who explains 
to the others, “She’s living the life.” 

“The life” she’s stumbling off 
to is carried out in an unstable, 
post-industrial world of ravaged 
fields, broken cisterns, and the 
crumbling arches of the whore- 
ridden Passeggiata Archeologica, 
a pitiful reminder of the 
long-gone glory of Rome’s past. 
She relies above all on a naive, un- 
killable sense of hope, but gets 
help from the only group in the 
film with a sense of community 
and caring, however fragile: the 
whores. Her friend Wanda (Fran-

Mead). The fact that 
this was never re¬ 
leased and isn’t likely 
to be makes its ap¬ 
pearance here wel¬ 
come indeed. De¬ 
vout cheapskates 
Warhol and Morris¬ 
sey kept their major 
superstar busy 
when he wasn’t 
making films for 
them, relegating 
him to Factory re¬ 
ceptionist, handy¬ 
man, and watch¬ 
dog, aided by a 
stuffed Great Dane 
placed menacingly 
at the door. 

His post-Facto- 
ry career has a few 
highlights, includ¬ 
ing Louis Malle’s 
Black Moon and 
Serge Gains- 
bourg’s Je T’aime 
Moi Non Plus, but mostly it con¬ 
sists of low-budget European ac- 
tioners, most of which (judging 
from the descriptions) failed to 
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take advantage of what the 
Warhol/Morrissey films knew was 
Joe’s lure: his tantalizing flesh. The 


book devotes at 
least a page, and 
often more, to 
these obscurities. 

Little Joe, Su¬ 
perstar supplies a 
lot of fresh infor¬ 
mation about his 
early career in 
Southern Califor¬ 
nia exposing his 
charms for compa¬ 
nies like Athletic 
Model Guild, but 
true aficionados will 
be disappointed — 
particularly given 
his admission here 
that he considers 
himself bisexual — 
that his hustling, 
porn work, and im¬ 
plied gay affairs are 
either glossed over or 
ignored. Still, with its 
energetic text, wealth 
of anecdotes, and nu¬ 
merous pics of our 
hero’s mesmerizing smile and eter¬ 
nally erect nipples, Little Joe, Su¬ 
perstar is well worth the price. ▼

onique von Vooren was 
mesmerized by his 
“translucent skin”; Sylvia 
Miles called it “the warmest in the 
world.” To Holly Woodlawn, he 
was “a nice guy” and “a real gen¬ 
tleman”; to Paul Morrissey, a 
“great actor” on par with John 
Wayne. Andy Warhol said, “In my 
movies, everyone’s in love with 
Joe Dallesandro.” Even stuffy rags 
like The New York Times were un¬ 
characteristically earthy in their 
reaction: “His physique is so mag¬ 
nificently shaped that men. as well 
as women become disconnected 
at the sight of him.” 

For legions of 1960s gay men, 
“Little Joe,” as his famous bicep 
tattoo identifies him, was a fanta¬ 
sy fuck without peer, familiar ini¬ 
tially from drool-inducing images 
in physique magazines and a few 
hardcore loops made before his 
“rise” to the underground at the 
Warhol Factory at the tender age 
of 18. Working-class Joe, born in 
1948 and a product of New York’s 
foster homes and reform schools, 
was unique among Warhol’s 
menagerie of pathologically 
self-deluded, speed-talking “su¬ 
perstars.” If most of them made 
up in personality what they lacked 
in looks or humanity, Joe was just 
the opposite — a sweet, shy, 
deliriously sexy cipher whose un¬ 
flappable calm provided its own 
kind of campy counterpoint to 
Warhol’s shrieking harridans and 
maniacal drag queens. While 
Mary Woronov, Viva Superstar, 
Holly Woodlawn, Ultra Violet, 
and others have extended their 
cinematic self-love-fest with an 
endless stream of autobiogra¬ 
phies, Joe reversed the trend by 
staying mostly out of the public 
eye after the Warhol/Morrissey 
years. 

Michael Ferguson’s Little Joe, 
Superstar: The Films of Joe Dalle¬ 
sandro, then, comes as a bit of a 
surprise. Loosely modeled on the 
famous The Films of... series from 
Citadel Press, and heavily illus¬ 
trated with pictures : — including 
full-frontal nude — and poster 
art, this long-overdue book was 
made with its subject’s coopera¬ 
tion, and features an almost 
alarmingly forthcoming Joe. In 
the biographical section at the be¬ 
ginning, he talks extensively about 
his troubled personal history. It’s 
not hard to see Joe’s enigmatic 
smile and quiet cockiness as a nat¬ 
ural defensive response to having 
a mother in the state pen for auto 
theft, and father who cared but 
couldn’t cope and put him and his 
siblings into foster homes. Grow¬ 
ing up in Brooklyn and Long Is¬ 
land, Joe says he “started getting 
bad around 12 or 13” — brawling 
(often after remarks about his 
short stature, officially 5’6”), steal¬ 
ing cars, assaulting a school prin¬ 
cipal, and living on the streets, 
where he eventually turned to 
modeling and hustling to support 
himself. 

No regrets 

The book documents his 
problems with booze and drugs, 
his difficult marriages and hetero 
affairs, and his stormy relation¬ 
ship with Warhol and Morrissey. 
On the latter subject, Joe sensibly 
insists there’s no reason for him to 
be bitter about being exploited in 
the eight films, from The Loves of 


Ondine (1967) to Blood for Dracu- 
la (1974), they made together; 
after all, they made him famous. 
(This doesn’t prevent him from 
calling Warhol’s art “idiotic.”) Fer¬ 
guson draws an amusingly weird 
picture of the strange production 
circumstances of the films, with 
Warhol and Morrissey too cheap 
to use a decent camera or lights or 
a script or to pay their actors 
more than a pittance, even when 
the films were hits. He also lets Joe 
clear up some longstanding mis¬ 
conceptions — e.g., the idea that 
Joe was actually shooting drugs in 
Trash. 

Ferguson authoritatively de¬ 
scribes the films’ worldwide re¬ 
ception and censorship problems, 
star tantrums and rivalries, and a 
group of shocked Arizona 
tourists who stumbled onto the 
set of Lonesome Cowboys, where 
the mock-rape of Viva by a bunch 
of New York queens dressed in 
Western drag brought out the 
law. The book uncovers ultra-rar¬ 
ities like the 1968 “AIP beach 
movie satire” San Diego Surf 
(with Joe, Viva, and Taylor

espite my several encoun- 

I: ters with life-threatening ill- 
ip ness, my greatest fear is that 
I will be bored to death. I value my 
time too much, strive to make the 
most of every situation, and 
choose endeavors which nurture, 
not drain, me. For that reason, I 
had avoided going to much of the 
Summerfest/Dance festival for the 
past few years unless I wanted to 
see friends perform, see their 
choreography, or check out a rec¬ 
ommendation. From July 9th 
through the 26th, I dutifully 
trekked to Theatre Artaud to at¬ 
tend the entire series, and now I 
can see that my previous stance 
was justified. Out of the twenty- 
four choreographers’ pieces that 
were presented, at least there were 
enough good works and dancers 
to warrant this review. While 
about half of the choreography I 
would prefer to forget, easily done 
since it wasn’t memorable to begin 
with, another third was good, solid 
work which I enjoyed, and the best 
sixth is discussed below. 

My list of the best pieces is 
quite short: AXIS Dance Compa¬ 
ny’s Ta Kala July, Tomi Paasonen’s 
“X,” a company collaboration di¬ 
rected by Shelley Trott and Austin 
Forbord, and Janice Garrett’s Of 
Tongues and Tails. 

If you have never seen AXIS 
Dance Company, don’t miss them

the next time they are perform¬ 
ing. This troupe of able-bodied 
and disabled dancers creates truly 
transcendent work. The point is 
not about what dancers of differ¬ 
ent abilities can or cannot do, it is 
that whatever anyone does on 
stage is performed with the great¬ 
est commitment, focus, tender¬ 
ness, and vulnerability possible. 
The choreography itself is a con¬ 
stant unraveling and unveiling of 
possibilities, a blending of move¬ 
ment textures and shapes. It 
seems as if working with the phys¬ 
ical limitations of some of the 
dancers has necessitated discover¬ 
ing more innovative ways of mak¬ 
ing ideas and feelings visible. 

Choreographers for the able- 
bodied should take note, as often 
their work, which has the possibil¬ 
ity to use much more variety on 
the physical plane, ends up ap¬ 
pearing meager next to this chore¬ 
ography. I was particularly moved 
by Uli Schmitz’s performance in Ta 
Kala July , propelling himself across 
the floor, having abandoned his 
wheelchair somewhere backstage, 
partnering another dancer, coura¬ 
geously pushing himself beyond 
the audience’s preconceived limit 
of what he should be able to do. 

Classical satire 

Tomi Paasonen is a choreogra¬ 
pher to look out for in the future. 
His impressive performing career 
with the German Hamburg Bal¬ 
let, San Francisco’s Lines Con¬ 
temporary Ballet, and the Joffrey 
Ballet is temporarily on hold 
while he is recovering from a neck 
injury. Fortunately, his artistic 
energies have found an outlet in 
choreography. Over the past sev¬ 
eral years he has* presented a 
handful of works and is develop¬ 
ing a loyal following. At Summer¬ 
fest/Dance, he premiered his lat¬ 
est piece, “X.” Once again, he re¬ 
veals his skill at combining dance, 
movement, costume, music, and 
text into a cohesive whole. Paaso¬ 
nen never settles for Jess, and even 
more importantly, he never bores 
the audience. In this satire of clas¬ 
sical ballet, he employs dancers 
from his days with Lines to great 
effect. He understands that you 
must use dancers who can actual¬ 
ly dance the classics, or else the 


piece becomes a parody of itself. 
In writing his own text, he amazes 
me, as English is not his first or 
even second language. The plays 
on words and general sophistica¬ 
tion of usage follow in the foot¬ 
steps of such writers as Conrad, 
Nabokov, and Codrescu, who 
were not native speakers, yet cap¬ 
ture our imagination. Don’t for¬ 
get that name, Paasonen. 

I usually don’t care much for 
contact improvisation, but seeing 
RAPT, a choreographic collabora¬ 
tion of five dancers under the di¬ 
rection of Shelley Trott and Austin 
Forbord, shows that using it as one 
element in combination with oth¬ 
ers, and not an end in itself, can be 
very exciting. This group has man¬ 
aged in a few short months to de¬ 
velop a solid internal rapport, 
which gives its performance a 
sharp edge, split-second timing, 
impeccable ensemble work, and 
driving energy. The content of this 
work-in-progress needs to be de¬ 
veloped more, but the potential 
for a truly successful piece is defi¬ 
nitely there. I look forward to see¬ 
ing the results in the near future. 

Of Tongues and Tails by Janice 
Garrett, to music by Meredith 
Monk, was a delight. The choreog¬ 
raphy matched the complex layer¬ 
ing of the score, and the dancers in¬ 
corporated a sense of fun into their 
precise execution. I appreciated the 
intelligence of this well-crafted and 
playful piece. Garrett uses a won¬ 
derful vocabulary of gestures, 
mixes them up, extrapolates them, 
and recycles them, all within a dis¬ 
cernible structure, which made this 
exploration of human interactions 
all the more satisfying. 

Summerfest/Dance serves an 
important function on the per¬ 
formance scene, since it provides 
a place for independent choreog¬ 
raphers to show their work. 
Choreography is not something 
that can be done privately, as 
Emily Dickinson did with her po¬ 
etry. It needs to be performed, so 
that its creators can see what 
works and what doesn’t, and the 
audience can give feedback. How¬ 
ever, the half-empty houses at 
Summerfest show that audience 
development needs some assis¬ 
tance. Perhaps having programs

A Pilgrim's Way by Walter C. 

Righter, the retired Episcopal 
bishop of Iowa who now resides in 
New Hampshire with his wife. 
Righter was the 72-year-old man 
of the cloth who was the focal 
point of the nationally publicized 
heresy trial brought against him 
for ordaining Barry Stopfel, an 
openly gay man in a committed re¬ 
lationship, to the diaconate, the 
first rung of clerical orders in the 
Episcopal Church. It was not the 
first ordination of an openly gay 
person, nor even the first highly 
publicized one, but in January 


1995, a small group of fellow bish¬ 
ops seized a political opportunity 
and filed heresy charges against 
Righter for his action. Righter then 
became only the second person 
ever to be tried for such behavior 
in the church’s 200-year history. 

Righter explains the inner, and 
often inglorious, workings of the 
House of Bishops. (There are 
around 300 bishops in the Episco¬ 
pal Church, and as Righter notes, 
they are a disparate group in regards 
to their individual beliefs and the re¬ 
flected concerns of their congrega¬ 
tions.) A Pilgrim's Way candidly 
shows a ministry steeped in politics 
and self-serving interpretation of 
doctrine, as Righter becomes the 
unwilling victim of a handful of 
clergy resistant to social change. 

The author recounts here the 
1995 accusation of teaching false 


doctrine, the long wait for the 
process to unfold, the harassment, 
the hearings, the outpouring of 
support, the media attention, and 
the church court’s eventual finding 
that no “core doctrine” had been vi¬ 
olated. Unfortunately, as delightful 
as it is to witness the church’s back- 
stage machinations unfold like an 
episode of Dynasty, the telling falls 
flat. Righter summons up a strong 
supporting cast, including the 10 
conservative bishops who accused 
him, and the nine members of the 
Ecclesiastical Court who tried him, 
yet none are given any distinctive 
characteristics that would make the 
tale absorbing reading. 

However, Righter does win- 
ningly reveal that his opponents 
badly misjudged both his devo¬ 
tion to his church and the basic 
integrity of that institution. “It is

§§ Afternoon, the fifth pub¬ 
s'- fished novel of masterful 
Southern writer Kaye Gibbons, is 
the fictional memoir of Emma 
Garnet Tate Lowell, a rich, white, 
intelligent, analytical Southern 
lady, spanning her life from age 12 
in 1842 to her exhausted, genteel, 
final days almost 60 years later. 

We witness the first five years 
with Emma as her family and its 
enslaved workforce cope with, and 
maneuver around, the controlling 
clamberings of an energetic and 
often physically cruel father/mas¬ 
ter, Samuel P. Tate. The patriarch 
bullies, works, and wills his king¬ 
dom, Seven Oaks, up from its 
swampy Virginia beginnings to 
match the grandness of his endless 
materialist hunger. At seventeen, 
Emma is whisked away by her 
Northern doctor husband, Quincy 
Lowell, to North Carolina, where 
they spend a blissful domestic 
decade. The Civil War disrupts 
their idyll, and side by side, they 
consume themselves with treating 
the wounded and surviving the 
powerfully-depicted devastation of 
their previous way of fife. 
Throughout the saga, various fam¬ 
ily members join the Lowell house¬ 
hold or the great hereafter, not 
necessarily in that order. Emma 
undertakes many charitable works 
and lovingly describes her chil¬ 
dren. This summary is not meant 
to disparage the highly involving 
telling by the talented author, I just 
don’t want to give anything away. 

Clearly, Ms. Gibbons can do 
anything she wants with the writ¬ 
ten word, for she balances the nar¬ 
rator’s individual experience with 
historical detail, generally keeping 
it an interesting element of the plot 
and characters’ evocation, rather 
than the educational overload 
some historical novels can lean to¬ 
wards. I don’t really want to know 


how to build an accordion, or skin 
a buck, but many authors choose 
to teach me while they tell me their 
tale. Ms. Gibbons manages to slip 
her lessons in more easily, wrapped 
in the delicate beauty of her often 
profound prose. 

Life stories 

Imagine an extended plane 
flight while seated next to an ar¬ 
ticulate elderly lady who happens 
to have her life-long photo album 
with her. She tells a series of sto¬ 
ries: some are highly personal and 
emotionally moving, some are su¬ 
perficial, or laundry lists of her ac¬ 
complishments and good deeds or 
those of her loved ones — meant 
to impress rather than disclose. 
Some of the tales are more com¬ 
pelling than others, but the over¬ 
all experience is an entertaining 
and well-executed one, and she 
definitely enhances the flight. 

There are difficult aspects of 
this book — not the elegant writ¬ 
ing, but the constraints of the lim¬ 
ited view and simplistic, fairy-tale 
tone of Emma Garnet’s narrative 
voice. Emma’s husband is a non¬ 
sexist, nonracist, handsome, bril¬ 
liant, wealthy, Northern, medical 
innovator Prince Charming who 
gives Emma nothing but joy. 
Emma’s mother is a Beauty who is 
sacrificed by her impoverished, 
refined family to Emma’s father, 
the Beast. And the resourceful, 
protective fairy godmother buffer 
between the Beast and the narra¬ 
tor’s family is Clarice, the selfless 
servant whose actions are saintly 
and motivations a mystery. 

There are no multidimension¬ 
al, African American characters in 
this novel. Clarice’s “mission was 
not to change history but to help 
both black and white prevail over 
the circumstances of living in that 
place, the South, in our time. She 
worked with the consequences 
dealt her by others in the travails 
of her race ... she was dignity it¬ 
self.” She is also the character with 
the most interesting story to tell in 
this novel. On the eve of her six¬ 
teenth birthday, the daughter of a 
freed black woman about to be

on two successive weekends 
would give time for reviews and 
word-of-mouth to bring in more 
viewers. Maybe lowering ticket 
prices to the equivalent of a movie 
would bring in more bodies.

cast off by her family, Clarice at¬ 
taches herself to the father as a 
pitiful 8-year-old beggar. She de¬ 
votes the rest of her fife to serving 
first him, then his family, then his 
daughter’s family, and finally a sea 
of injured Confederate soldiers. 
Simultaneously, she manages to 
use her intelligence, wile and in¬ 
sight to help her community sur¬ 
vive slavery and the whims of fate. 
I wish Ms. Gibbons had used her 
imaginative gift to present the 
complexity and depth of Clarice’s 
experience in conjunction with 
the privileged perspective of 
Emma Garnet. But I’m sure there 
are many readers who will enjoy 
this book as it is, as a pleasant af¬ 
ternoon with an interesting, 
thoughtful lady from the Ameri¬ 
can past. T 


still true that the subject of ho¬ 
mosexuality and marriage be¬ 
tween same-sex partners touches 
deep concerns in many, and raises 
anger and hostility in others,” the 
bishop writes. “We have to stay 
engaged in conversation about 
that. The church needs to be clear 
about its mission and ministry to 
gay and lesbian people.” A Pil¬ 
grim’s Way also shares the insights 
Righter gained about the link be¬ 
tween misogyny and homophobia 
in this denomination, and the in¬ 
termingling of those two issues by 
the church’s hierarchy throughout 
the latter part of this century. 

Ultimately, it is the aforemen¬ 
tioned earnestness which emerges 
as the most potent force in this nar¬ 
rative. It’s evident in the compas¬ 
sionate response of churchgoers to 
Righter’s situation — from the fam¬ 


ily who sent in $500 to the Righter 
Defense Fund instead of buying 
Christmas presents for one another, 
to the church worker who made T- 
shirts for Righter and his wife with 
the message: “You are surrounded 
by our love and prayers.” 

Episcopalians make up a small 
percentage of American Chris¬ 
tians — about 2.5 million — but 
their influence far exceeds their 
numbers. Like its parent institu¬ 
tion, the Church of England, the 
Episcopal Church has always re¬ 
tained something of the character 
of a national church. At a time 
when mainline Protestant church¬ 
es are still struggling with the 
issue of homosexuality within 
their ministries and the religious 
right is continually depicting gay 
people as godless, A Pilgrim’s Way 
is a welcome contribution to 
moving Christianity forward to a 
greater inclusiveness and accep¬ 
tance of its gay and lesbian con¬ 
stituency. Righter has provided a 
stirring example of an unshakable 
faith that it must be possible. T

The Leather Daddy and the Femme 
by Carol Queen; Cleis Press, $14

educator Carol Queen is 

•' best known for her nonfic¬ 
tion, including her previous 
books Exhibitionism for the Shy 
and Real Live Nude Girl. In her 
first novel, The Leather Daddy and 
the Femme, she has taken the op¬ 
portunity to let her erotic imagi¬ 
nation roam more freely. 

The Leather Daddy and the 
Femme rides the current wave of 
interest in all things having to do 
with genderbending and orienta¬ 
tion-tweaking, and Queen de¬ 
lights in playing with the bound¬ 
aries of sexual orientation and 
gender identity. Her cast of char¬ 
acters includes a femme bisexual 
woman who likes to play the role 
of a boy, a gay leather daddy who 
is seduced by the femme, a queer 
bisexual leatherman who is the 
daddy’s partner, a butch domina- 
trix who is the bisexual leather- 
man’s mistress, a male-to-female 
sex worker who becomes the 
dominatrix’s slave, and a cross¬ 
dressing boytoy who plays with 
almost everyone else. 

The story begins with femme 
Miranda, in boy drag, cruising 
leather daddy Jack Prosper on his 
motorcycle and following him 
home for a night of hot sex, fol¬ 
lowed by a bit of role-reversal the 
next morning. The ensuing chap¬ 
ters involve further exploits of the 
twosome and their various 
friends and lovers. Queen’s novel 


is highly pansexual (although 
there is no conventional gender- 
typical heterosexual activity to 
speak of), and many erotic kinks 
are represented, including a dun¬ 
geon gangbang, a pickup in a 
“working girl” drag bar, and an 
interesting, if improbable, episode 
with a chihuahua. Queen’s book 
makes for fine one-handed read¬ 
ing — the explicit sex begins on 
the second page and rarely lets up. 

Several chapters of The Leather 
Daddy and the Femme have ap¬ 
peared over the years as short sto¬ 
ries in magazines (Black Sheets, 
Taste of Latex ) and anthologies 
(Best Gay Erotica 1996, Best Les¬ 
bian Erotica 1997), and at times 
the novel reads more like a collec¬ 
tion of stories than a single coher¬ 
ent work. There are even a couple 
of chapters (including a dyke 
three-way in a bar bathroom) that 
seem as if they were written as 
completely separate pieces and 
made to fit into the novel by 
means of a brief introductory 
paragraph (“Tell me about your 
wildest time,” Jack asks Miranda.) 

At 138 pages, the book does not 
have the space for a great deal of 
character development. I would 
have welcomed the opportunity to 
get into the characters’ heads and 
learn more about their history and 
their lives — what do these people 
do when they’re not having sex? 
Not surprisingly, my favorite char¬ 
acter is Demetrius (the aforemen¬ 
tioned queer bisexual leatherman), 
whose history and background the 
reader learns the most about. At a 
recent reading, Queen mentioned 
that her publisher had asked her to 
delete two chapters that were all 



talk and no action; it may well be 
true that most people don’t want 
too much plot or character devel¬ 
opment cluttering up their stroke 
material. The upside of this is that 
the novel is remarkably free of 
angst and identity politics. Most of 
the characters play with a variety 
of genders, but spend very little 
time worrying about what labels 
best describe them. 

One chapter that I’m glad 
Queen retained has Miranda in 
bed with Jack and Demetrius as 
they regale her with tales of the 
“golden age” of the San Francisco 
gay male leather community in 
the 1970s. This is fascinating his¬ 
torical material, and I’m glad 
Queen found a way to work it in. 

The Leather Daddy and the 
Femme ends without any major 
denouement, more like the end of 
a chapter than the end of the 
book. This is not surprising, given 
the novel’s collection-of-stories 
nature, but I finished feeling a lack 
of closure. Fortunately, Queen has 
left herself plenty of opportunity 
to provide us with further adven¬ 
tures of Miranda, Jack, and their 
friends in the future. T

sponse to multiple loss were in 
place in San Francisco. Tom 
Grothe and Leon McKusick, social 
workers and front-line veterans of 
the epidemic, looked to psycholo¬ 
gist Victor Frankl, the father of 
logo therapy, and his principles of 
creating meaning out of loss, 
drawn from his experiences dur¬ 
ing the Holocaust. “Through cre¬ 
ativity or human connection,” 
they wrote, “[we] can help those 
overwhelmed by multiple losses 
remain involved in life.” When I 
looked at the San Francisco model 
of AIDS treatment, despite the 
problems, I could still see this cre¬ 
ativity. 

Continued participation in 
community life is an essential 
component of recovery from loss. 
One of my first interviewees, 
Robert Boulanget, recalled the 
days after his lover died: “It was¬ 
n’t long after that I heard about 
the first group for people who are 
HIV-positive. John Kraus had lost 
his lover Frank Laborko. These 
guys were very talented. They had 
built a house up on a hill there, 
took a Victorian, and redone it 
into a modern palace. It was just 
fabulous. One was a designer, and 
one was an architect. Frank had 
died, and John realized that he 
knew a lot of people around him 


the ’70s, when it was all still new. 
Artist Robin Tichane, a longtime 
San Francisco resident, recalled 
the climate when he left the East 
Coast for San Francisco: 

“I was in New York in 1970, 
and it was a joke. Gay politics in 
New York at the time of Stonewall 
was nothing — zero. I came out 
here, and there were gay politi¬ 
cians. Harvey Milk was trying to 
run for supervisor. Hongisto 
would go to gay drag balls. He 
would have his photo taken with a 
drag queen on either arm, and it 
would make the paper. There was 
something called the Society for 
Individual Rights. All that hap¬ 
pened in San Francisco in the 
’50s, 20 years ahead of the East 
Coast or anywhere else.” 

Harvey Milk was credited by 
my interviewees with being the 
first one to mobilize the gay com¬ 
munity in San Francisco. Many of 
them recalled the efforts necessary 
to fight off Anita Bryant and the 
first incarnations of the Christian 
Right as found in the Briggs Ini¬ 
tiative to “Save Our Schools” 
(from homosexuality). 

Former Harvey Milk intern 
and Names Project founder Cleve 
Jones reflected: “The time of Har¬ 
vey Milk was when it all gelled. 
The riot was a declaration of exis¬ 
tence. We are here, we have come 
this far, and no, we will not ever 
allow you to turn back the clock. 
It’s such a weird little twist of fate

who had lost their lovers... and 
there was no support group for 
lovers.” The group would be called 
the Merry Widows. It became an 
integral part of Robert’s life. It was 
here that he found his next job 
and lover. 

For many people, the ensuing 
years of the AIDS epidemic would 
involve the struggle to preserve 
memories of the departed while 
persevering within the present. 
One interviewee, Arthur Fisher, 
who died in 1994, noted: “When I 
am in a good place, the people 
who have died, these are friends 
and companions who, though 
they are gone, in a way I still have. 
I have the sense of them and our 
experience kind of keeping me 
company. It can be very strength¬ 
ening. It all depends on how I am 
looking at it in the given emo¬ 
tional state at the time.” 

As a two-hour interview pro¬ 
gressed, I would watch disparate 
elements of an individual reveal 
themselves. On a good day, these 
pieces of a full self would eventu¬ 
ally come together. Psychothera¬ 
pist William Borden has written, 
“Each person becomes a historian 
of the self, developing an internal¬ 
ly consistent interpretation of the 
life cycle so that past, present, and 
future are experienced as congru¬ 
ent.” Psychotherapist Veronica 
Kast suggests that clinicians help 
their clients to recall past good 
times or to co-author autobiogra¬ 
phies of joy. The point is that 
through re-experiencing these 
memories, people learn to re-cre¬ 
ate moments of joy and connec¬ 
tion. 

Milk and 

community memory 

In my interviews, Harvey Milk 
and the Before Years became 
major topics of discussion. These 
recollections centered on the great 
gay migration to San Francisco in 


that right at that point, as we got 
there, then... .” Eighteen months 
after the White Night Riots, men 
from the Castro began getting sick 
with a strange new cancer. 

Building on Milk’s legacy 

From Harvey Milk and the 
1970s, PWAs would go on to re¬ 
call first hearing about the virus, 
and then the community organiz¬ 
ing necessary to combat the new 
epidemic. The infrastructure Milk 
helped organize would be crucial 
in the San Francisco response. 
Over the next decade, San Fran¬ 
ciscans would create and volun¬ 
teer for a whole slew of grassroots 
AIDS service organizations. Fed¬ 
eral aid would eventually be dis¬ 
tributed along the lines of “The 
San Francisco Model” of commu¬ 
nity AIDS care. The San Francisco 
AIDS story my interviewees told 
was a tale about people finding 
meaning in loss through continu¬ 
ing participation in community 
life. 

Jones elaborated: “It’s been 
quite strange to watch the power 
of our community grow as a re¬ 
sult of the epidemic. People don’t 
like to admit it, but the fact is gay 
and lesbian people have much 
more power in this country than 
ever before because of the AIDS 
epidemic, because of the fact that 
America has come to know its gay 
and lesbian children as we’ve got¬ 
ten sick and died. I still get blown 
away when I see 300,000 people at 
Gay Pride Marches... . So now I 
see an enormous potential that we 
have. But people don’t quite ac¬ 
cept the stakes.” 

As AIDS evolves, perhaps the 
most significant task ahead is 
never forgetting the terrible costs 
and lessons it has brought this 
community. 

Telling their story 

Early in the interview process, 



I talked to a man whose dementia 
intensified between sessions. At 
the end of the final interview, he 
stopped, got up, and vomited. 
When he sat back down, he stared 
earnestly at me and said, “Ben, if 
you can do anything, tell the 
world this isn’t a joke.” He died 


two months later. 

On Christmas Eve 1994, nov¬ 
elist/essayist Fenton Johnson ad¬ 
dressed the need for our secular 
culture to allow itself room to 
ponder the mysteries behind these 
deaths and lives (“Death Into 
Life” in the New York Times). His 


call for memories of lost friends 
and a place for storytelling speaks 
a great deal about what is missing 
in our celebrity-obsessed culture: 
“I remember a story of someone 
gone from my life, and tell it to 
somebody else, and in the telling 
of that story take my proper and 
necessary place in the chain of 
being.” 

Through the storytelling 
process, the grieving, the laugh¬ 
ing, this cycle of being, we pre¬ 
serve the memory of the quieter 
voices behind one of the most im¬ 
portant social histories of our 
time. As we witness them, these 
voices help illuminate the reality 
that behind each of these deaths 
lived a human being with a tale to 
tell. ▼

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hood came early as well. “Three 
weeks after I came out, I slept 
with my first women, and I 
thought, ‘Now I can get pregnant.’ 
I always wanted kids but I never 
wanted a husband. I had my first 
kid [she has two sons, ages 21 and 
13] when I was 34. That was when 
I made the commitment to myself 
to do a book.” The book, targeted 
for Mother’s Day, 2000, is tenta¬ 
tively titled Lesbian Mothering: An 
Everyday Affair. 

Finding subjects is not a prob¬ 
lem. “There are millions of lesbian 
moms and their kids. I decided to 
focus on the question, ‘What do 
mothers really do when they’re 
doing good mothering?’ One 
point I wanted to make is that les¬ 
bians have been raising kids for a 
long time.” A lesbian mom herself, 
Cade sees that as “a blessing. I 
wanted to be a mom to deepen 
my life. I used to live on the sur¬ 
face, but dealing with life-and- 
death issues have that effect. 
You’re suddenly aware you have 
something incredibly valuable 
you could lose.” 

Patchwork quilt 

For photographer Barbara 
Seyda, the beginning of the pro¬ 
ject that would become Women 
in Love: Photographs of Lesbian 
Mothers and Their Families 
(photographs and interviews by 
Barbara Seyda and Diana Her¬ 
rera; Little, Brown, $29.95) was a 
Thanksgiving dinner. She ex¬ 
plains in the book’s introduc¬ 
tion: “ Women in Love began in 
1993 as a small seed inside a 
country farmhouse in New Mex¬ 
ico. It was Thanksgiving, and

Diana and I were sitting in old 
rocking chairs watching the 
evening unfurl like a postmod¬ 
ern Norman Rockwell painting: 
the background music was Hip 
Hop, the children were a patch- 
work quilt of radiant faces from 
around the world, and the 
women setting the table were all 
lesbian moms.” 

When we speak on the phone, 
Seyda continues the story: “I was 
a freelance writer and photogra¬ 
pher, becoming more and more 
frustrated with various publica¬ 
tions — frustrated artistically, ed¬ 
itorially, personally. I asked my¬ 
self, what can I do to contribute 
•to the community, to photogra¬ 
phy, to the photography of fami¬ 
lies.” The project was a joint op¬ 
eration for Seyda and her life 
partner, Diana Herrera. “We col¬ 
laborated 50-50. All decisions — 
financial, editorial, artistic — 
were shared. We’re going to do 
more together, after we take a lit¬ 
tle time off. When things looked 
bleak, it was Diana who would 
say, ‘Let’s rekindle the spirit of the 
project,’ and we would go on. 
From the beginning, we set high¬ 
est standards for the production 
values. Gay men have so many 


people’s lives.” 

I can attest to the radiance in 
this book. What’s unusual for a 
photography book, I think, is 


found myself grinning with sheer 
delight. These are our stories, 
told with care, illustrated with

•• he current Republican as¬ 
sault on gays and lesbians 
frames itself as a defense of 
the family, that nuclear experi¬ 
ment of the twentieth century that 
so many of us recall with fear and 
loathing. Family, though, every¬ 
where except among the righteous 
wrong, has more to do with love 
than biology, with personal con¬ 
nection iather than genetic iden¬ 
tification. In her very fine study of 
gay and lesbian parents and their 
children, Families of Value, Jane 
Drucker explores the ways that 
queers of every variety are making 
families and changing the world 
while they do it. 


A foreword by Rabbi Harold 
M. Schulweis starts things off 
right, with a clear explanation of 
the infamous abomination pas¬ 
sage in Leviticus: “Scholars have 
long puzzled as to the meaning of 
the sentence, ‘Thou shalt not lie 
with mankind as with woman; it 
is an abomination.’ Over the cen¬ 
turies, scholars have recognized 
that there were sexual practices 
that were abominable because 




they were part of a system of ‘sa¬ 
cred prostitution.’ It is not at all 
clear as to what the abomination 
was all about in ancient times. It 
is abundantly clear that one can¬ 
not visit the iniquities of the past 
upon the present.” About the gays 
and lesbians who come to him, he 
continues: “The Talmud says,‘You 
have to judge according to that 
which you see with your own 
eyes.’ What do I see with my own 
eyes? I see honest, decent, God¬ 
fearing, loving men and women.” 
Take that, Southern Baptists! 

Families of Value is really two 
books — first, a theoretical explo¬ 
ration of families and how they 
function — indeed, prosper — in 
sometimes adverse circumstances.

s haven’t been a great fan of Lee 
If Lynch in the past, so her new 
H novel, Rafferty Street, kept 
moving mysteriously to the bot¬ 
tom of my reading pile. When I fi¬ 
nally picked it up, however, I 
found the greatest difficulty in 
putting it down. Rafferty Street 
continues the adventures of the 
characters from Dusty’s Queen of 
Hearts Diner and Morton River 
Valley, but it stands powerfully on 
its own as a look at small-town life 
when the queers come out to play. 

Annie is a burned-out butch 
who has been mugged too many 
times in New York to continue liv¬ 
ing there. She comes to the Valley 
seeking the blissful life of laid-back 
lesbians and their friendly straight 
neighbors. Friendly, that is, until a 
developmentally disabled woman 
kisses Annie, convincing the local 
religious righteous that she is a 
dangerous pervert, preying on the 


innocent. Annie’s decision to stand 
and fight, despite a life-long will¬ 
ingness to disappear, is an impor¬ 
tant part of this novel. But there is 
much more. Annie’s fight forces 
the queers of the community both 
out and in the closet to stand with 
her, or to retire to the closet as gut¬ 
less cowards and let the enemy 
carry the day. 

Lynch sets up credible situa¬ 
tions involving her well-developed 
characters, and their interactions 
are entertaining and thought-pro¬ 
voking. Her characters range 
widely in age and class and atti¬ 
tude, and the result is a communi¬ 
ty that rings with truth. I especial¬ 
ly liked her refusal to make any¬ 
one’s decision easy or obvious — 
kind of like life, don’t you know. 
Rafferty Street is a great summer 
read, with enough substance to 
qualify for the fall as well. 

New twist on old plot 

Catherine Ennis has taken the 
mystery plot from her earlier 
novel, Time and Time Again, given 
it a twist, and put it into The 
Naked Eye. This is a good thing, 
because the mystery which did 
not work at all in Time works on 
several levels in Naked. 


Katherine Duncan is a wildlife 
photographer whose one disas¬ 
trous lesbian relationship has 
pretty much convinced her to re¬ 
think the whole dyke thing. A 
move to New Orleans, to escape 
the violence of her ex (one of 
those nobody-leaves-me types), 
leads her straight, or at least gaily 
forward, into the arms of the gor¬ 
geous and sensual Marlena. After 
a few close calls, and some very 
interesting hauntings involving 
the aforementioned mystery, hap¬ 
piness and justice prevail, with the 
good ending happily and the bad 
unhappily, which is, as dear Oscar 
Wilde said, what fiction means. 

The Naked Eye has a lot of 
plotlines for so few pages, but 
Ennis manages to tie them all up 
credibly, and even offers a few in¬ 
sights along the way. She uses 
scenery effectively, and her minor 
characters are sufficiently fleshed 
out to make them memorable. 
The love story of Katherine and 
Marlena is the heart of the novel, 
of course, and Ennis provides 
plenty of juicy sex and relation¬ 
ship angst, both of which serve to 
anchor this ghostly romance in a 
kind of reality. Read this one for 
fun. T 


of those family members. Every¬ 
body gets to talk: kids, parents, 
exes, and to share their experiences 
of being different in a culture that 
prizes conformity. Drucker looks 
at the ways that the reality of fam¬ 
ily life challenges the right’s fanta¬ 
sy of the ideal family (white, 
straight and patriarchal). The the¬ 
oretical sections are pleasingly free 
of jargon, and the inclusion of her 
own story makes this a very per¬ 
sonal scholarly text. Topics range 
from defining the family and cre¬ 
ating familial bonds to making our 
way in the larger community. 

Robert Frost said it best: 
“Home is the place where, when 
you have to go there,/ They have 
to take you in./ I should have 
called it/ Something you some¬ 
how haven’t to deserve.” We 
queers have been making our own 
families for a long time with very 
little help. Families of Value offers 
convincing proof that families en¬ 
dure, and helps to remind us that 
we are not alone. 

Kid’s-eye view 

If your family of choice includes 
children, or your friend’s does, two 
fine books by Leslea Newman de¬ 
pict family life from a kid’s-eye 
view and will entertain young and 
old readers alike. Passover is Ju¬ 
daism’s quintessential family holi¬ 



day. Matzo Ball Moon is a Passover 
story in which Bubbe’s matzo balls 
disappear at an alarming rate, 
owing to just how much everyone 
loves to eat them. Newman pro¬ 
vides enough information so that 
non-Jews will understand the reli¬ 
gious references, but believers and 
nonbelievers will delight in this tale 
of good food and good family. 

Remember That is a touching 
story of aging, as a young girl 
watches her beloved grandmother 
grow old. As Bubbe makes the ad¬ 
justment from living on her own 
to living with her daughter to 
moving into a nursing home, her 
granddaughter learns that the 
essence of her grandmother’s love 
and wisdom is not altered by 
changes in her living arrange¬ 
ments. As our families age, we’ll 
all be facing the conundrums that 
Newman’s characters encounter. 
May we show as much grace and 
courage as they do. ▼

Round Midnight

Midnight in the Garden of Good 
and Evil, written by John Lee 
Hancock, directed by Clint East- 
wood; distributed by Warner 
Bros. 

f the still-bestselling novel is 
11 poetry (and not all readers are 

in agreement about this), the 
movie is prose. Midnight is an ex¬ 
cellent example of what happens 
when a straight guy tries, and fails, 
to get gay material right. Kevin 
Spacey is almost acceptable as 
novelist John Berendt’s lead homo, 
but Director Eastwood proves 
himself to be especially ham-fist¬ 
ed as he manipulates the tale of 


closeted homosexual intrigue in 
Savannah, trying to make it di¬ 
gestible for Middle America. And 
in one of the great ironies of cine¬ 
matic history, the outrageous Lady 
Chablis (who is given far too 
much time on screen) turns in a 
completely incompetent perfor¬ 
mance as herself. 

As Good As It Gets , written by 
Mark Andrus and James L. 

Brooks, directed by James L. 
Brooks; aTri Star Picture. 

As Good As It Gets has a lot 
going for it. It gives Jack Nichol¬ 
son the role of a lifetime as a cur¬ 
mudgeonly Manhattan writer 
with an unkind word for every¬ 
body, and Helen Hunt richly de¬ 


served her Best Actress Oscar as 
the waitress who is just barely 
making ends meet. The gay char¬ 
acters fare less well, however. Greg 
Kinnear, with frosted hair, por¬ 
trays a New York painter as a 
naive, wide-eyed puppy dog until 
he is victimized by violence in his 
own home. After that, he is The 
Victim all the way to the final reel. 
Cuba Gooding, Jr. fares slightly 
better as his feisty art dealer, but 
all of the cliches of gay urban life 
are in place for the audience to 
savor. Happily, the leading charac¬ 
ters are more fully drawn, the 
screenplay funny and poignant, 
the direction taut, and the film ul¬ 
timately provides an irreverent, 
savvy, and touching cinematic ex¬ 
perience. ▼

All by themselves

T here are many ways of en¬ 
countering music, and one 
of the principal ways is on 
the radio, which is how I first 
heard Patricia Barber. The song, a 
slowly building blues called “Too 
Rich for My Blood,” knocked me 
out. Here was a jazz voice that 
sounded cool and controlled, and 
one that felt emotional, too. When 
I saw her and her group live at 
Heart and Soul on Polk Street 
(now the Red Devil Lounge), the 
effect was just as strong. And 
when her lover of ten years, Va¬ 
lerie Booth, asked about a girl bar 
they could go to after the show, I 
thought she probably meant The 
Cafe, and gave her directions. 

Barber was born and raised in 
Chicago where she still lives, and 
she has developed quite a follow¬ 
ing there at the Gold Star Sardine 
Bar, and now at A1 Capone’s for¬ 
mer haunt, the Green Mill, where 
she performs Sundays and Mon¬ 
days with her band. She has four 
albums to her credit. Her first, 
Split, was on her own label, Floyd, 
named after her father, who 
worked with Glenn Miller’s or¬ 
chestra. Barber’s second, A Distor¬ 
tion of Justice, came out on An¬ 


tilles, and her subsequent CDs 
have been on the Chicago inde¬ 
pendent label Premonition 
Records. “Too Rich for My Blood” 
was on Cafe Blue, and now she has 
a new release, Modern Cool. Be¬ 
sides her voice, Barber is a pianist 
with a sure touch, a composer 
who is direct and honest, and a 
highly sophisticated lyric writer 
who knows exactly who she is, and 
is not afraid to share that with the 
listener. This doesn’t mean she’s a 
confessional artist, but rather a 
good poet who projects the 
essence of an experience, with just 
enough particulars to draw one in. 

A good example is “Winter” on 
Modern Cool, which deftly sketch¬ 
es an emotional and physical land¬ 
scape with lines like, “But there’s 
reason to believe that spring/ 
won’t arrive/ there’s reason to fear 
that when you left/ I died... if I 
start to scream, the snow buries/ 
the sound/1 slip on the ice that 
covers/ the ground...” This proba¬ 
bly sounds pretty down, but not 
the way Barber sings it, because 
there’s usually an implied tender¬ 
ness in her voice to strike the right 
balance (a quality she shares with 
jazz vocalist Shirley Horn). 

Showstopping results 

Barber also knows she’s got to

Cf ' ost people know the 
names Bernard Butler, 
1 Scott Weiland, and 
Robert Becker in conjunction 
with the bands in which Butler, 
Weiland, and Becker were former¬ 
ly involved. The London Suede, 
Stone Temple Pilots, and the Gin 
Blossoms, respectively, were the 
groups in which Butler, Weiland, 
and Becker expended a great deal 
of their creative energies during 
the first half of this decade. On 
People Move On (Creation/Co¬ 
lumbia) by Bernard Butler, 12 Bar 
Blues (Atlantic) by Scott Weiland, 
and To A Friend Unknown (China 
Grade) by Robert Becker, we get 
to hear how they plan to close out 
the decade. 

Scott Weiland has wisely cho¬ 
sen to update his image by record¬ 
ing a relatively experimental disc 
of a dozen surprisingly forward- 
looking songs. I say surprising be¬ 
cause this is not the disc I had ex¬ 
pected from the former frontman 
of Stone Temple Pilots, a band 
that started out in the grunge- 
clone category. There were a few 
songs on their last studio album 
Tiny Music... that indicated what 
was possible, and after hearing 
what the remaining members of 
STP have produced since Wei- 
land’s departure (under the name 
Talk Show), it’s obvious that Wei¬ 
land was the risk taker, in more 
ways than one. 

Tracks such as “Desperation 
#5,” “Barbarella” (a compelling 
song of self-examination), “About 
Nothing,” “Divider,” “Son,” 
“Jimmy Was A Stimulator,” and 
“Lady, Your Roof Brings Me 
Down” run the gamut of musical 
styles, making this a fascinating 
solo effort (with guest appear- 


keep her audience’s attention, and 
as a seasoned performer — her 
bassist Michael Arnopol has been 
with her 17 years — she’s found 
what works. Her musicians think 
on their feet: Barber lets them im¬ 
provise their solos within the 
form of each song. These can be 
spectacular, even showstopping, 
such as her drummer Mark Walk¬ 
er’s solo on “Too Rich for My 
Blood.” But Barber has virtually 
eschewed virtuosity on Modern 
Cool, which results in an album 
which is more concentrated and 
even in tone. “I wanted the listen¬ 
er to focus on the body of this 
work,” she says, “and to accept this 
identity and this work.” 

Modern Cool is about passion 
seen and remembered, and it’s 
also a pointed critique of post¬ 
modern society, with its open 
embrace of materialism. “Touch 
of Trash” describes the rather 
perverse union of these themes 
in a character, while “Silent Part¬ 
ner” is a kind of noir lament on 
obsessive love. Barber extends 
her exploration of the personal 
and the political by covering, in 
her ironic way, the Doors’ “Light 
My Fire,” and Paul Anka’s “She’s 
a Lady.” But she really strikes gold 
in her extended version of Dietz 
and Schwartz’s great 1934 stan¬ 


dard “You and the Night and the 
Music” by taking it at a slow 
blues tempo instead of the usual 
waltz one, and making the words 
sound sultry, questioning, and 
ardent. Barber and her band also 
do an atmospheric “world 
music” instrumental, “Constan¬ 
tinople,” and “Company,” which, 
like most of the numbers here, 
reveals more with each listen. 
Barber’s a magnetic performer. 
She will appear with her group, 
which includes guitarist John 
McLean, on November 9th at 
Yoshi’s. For more information, 
call (510) 238-9200.

ances by Sheryl Crow, Daniel 
Lanois and Zander Schloss) that 
never bores the listener. However, 
STP (and Weiland) fans will be 
happy to know that tracks such as 
“Where’s The Man,” “Mocking¬ 
bird Girl,” and “Opposite Octave 
Reaction” prove that Weiland has 
maintained some of his STP roots. 

Robert Becker’s Gin Blossom 
roots are not readily apparent 
when you listen to his solo disc To 
A Friend Unknown. Becker, who 
sings and plays keyboards and 
guitar, goes for a more stripped- 
down sound (with the assistance 
of Kenneth Schalk on drums, bass 
and percussion, Mike Daly on lap 
steel, electric guitar and organ, 
and Mike Barile on dobro) on the 
disc’s dozen tracks. Highlights on 
this pleasant but austere album 
include “Busride,” “American 
Town,” “Hard Bargain,” and “Ver¬ 
tigo.” Of particular interest to 
queer listeners is the fact that 
Becker is openly gay. 

Bernard Butler, formerly of the 
gay-positive London Suede, has 
also worked with openly gay 
singer David McAlmont on the 
wonderful 1995 disc McAlmont & 
Butler. People Move On is as 
sumptuous as anything by Lon¬ 
don Suede, with a respectable pop 
edge. Ask any London Suede fan 
and they will tell you how integral 
Butler’s guitar work was to the 
band (in much the same way that 
The Smiths’ sound was equally 
dependent on Morrissey’s vocals 
and Johnny Marr’s guitar-play¬ 
ing). 

On People Move On, Butler’s 
guitar shares the spotlight with his 
vocals, which are understated and 
easy to listen to. Songs such as the 
title track, “Woman I Know,” “Au¬ 
tograph,” “You Light The Fire,” 
“You’ve Got What It Takes,” and 
“Stay” allow Butler the chance to 


stretch out on his own. As with 
Weiland’s disc, fans of Butler’s 
former band will also find some¬ 
thing to like, particularly with 
“You Just Know” and “Not 
Alone.” Y

The Man to burn. 


Flame on! 

E ach year, the phenomenon 
known as Burning Man, a city of 
art, music, and ritual that 
sprouts for a week each fall in Nevada’s 
Black Rock Desert, grows bigger and 
bigger, and many would Say better. 

Hundreds of Bay Area residents— 
many queer artists and performers 
among them—have been preparing 
for this year’s BM by organizing per¬ 
formances, constructing art installa¬ 
tions, untangling bureaucratic snares, 
and creating the infrastructure neces¬ 
sary to carry the whole thing off.
